MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


In reviewing the city’s course in the 
year that is past, it is gratifying to note 
that several projects were completed. 
Among the more important of these was 
the Sewage Treatment Works. This plant 
is now in operation and is rated as one 
of the most efficient in this country. All 
sewerage has been removed from the river 
and the water is now clear and clean. It 
should improve health conditions as well 
as add to the natural beauty of the city. 
In building the sewage plant provisions 
was made to treat garbage also. Our 
present garbage disposal contract will ex- 
pire in 1939. At that time it is probable 
that all garbage will be treated at the city 
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plant. This should mean real economy in 
disposing of garbage. The haul will be 
much shorter and the production of gas 
will be materially increased. Gas is used 
for power and heat to operate the plant. 


A new market building was completed in 
August. The new building is light and 
commodious, with parking space to accom- 
modate many cars. It should serve the 
city needs far into the future. A new 
power plant is being constructed on Ot- 
tawa Street and a new water conditioning 
plant on Cedar Street. 


During the year the city improved seven 
and one-half miles of street with black- 
top, built four and one-half miles of 
sewers, four miles of sidewalks and five 
miles of curb and gutter. It fitted up Lin- 
coln Park Playground and put it into use 
and it also acquired eight and _ one-half 
acres of land for playground purposes at 
Quentin Park. This playground is now 
being prepared for use. In addition to 
these permanent improvements the ordi- 
nary functions of government were car- 
ried on. 


All of these improvements are being paid 
for as completed. 


The city now has its sewer system nearly 
completed, seventy-fiv per cent of all the 
streets are hard surfaced and most of the 
parks are in excellent shape. These im- 
provements are all permanent and will not 
have to be done again. 


The police and fire departments have 
been built up during the past few years. 
Both of these departments are now giv- 
ing efficient service. Some additions should 
be provided to the parks and playgrounds. 
It would seem that no large sums of money 
would be required for any of these depart- 
ments in any one year for permanent im- 
provements. 


I recommend that the council make an 
effort to reduce the tax rate this year. 
It will be recalled that it was necessary 
to increase the rate last year on account 
of the heavy welfare load. This item, no 
doubt, will be heavy again this year. It 
is likely that there will be legislation which 
will more evenly distribute the burden of 
welfare. If so, it will be possible to re- 
duce this item. Numerous other items may 
be reduced without impairing the service. 


Lansing has a very large volume of 
traffic. It seems troublsome at times but 
if we did not have traffic in volume it 
would indicate lack of business activity. 


Much traffic is the sign of a busy city. 
Our problem is to control and direct it. 
Better control of traffic can easily be had 
on the corners. In the downtown district 
pedestrians should be required by  ordi- 


nance to cross the streets only at inter- - 


sections and then only on the green light. 
The traffic lights should be re-arranged so 
that they control turning on all downtown 
corners. If these several changes could be 
made it would expedite the movement of 
automobiles and at the same time safe- 
guard the pedestrians. 
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Last year I. recommended that some 
river frontage be acquired for downtown 
parking, and accordingly, a parcel of land 
was made into a parking lot on River 
Street at Kalamazoo Street. I repeat the 
recommendation this year and hope it may 
be possible to increase our parking facili- 
ties. 


The city’s financial record during the 
year was satisfactory.

$546,000 of the outstanding bonds are 
owned by the city, and are invested in 
trust funds and sinking funds. It is 
argued by some that the city’s policy of 
reducing its debt is reactionary and not 
progressive, but I am firmly convinced 
that the best interests of the city will be 
served by freeing it of debt. If, however, 
it should later be determined that’ the 
city’s interests would be better served by 
having a large debt, it is an easy matter 
to remedy. Every one knows it takes little 
effort to create debts. At present it costs 
about one-quarter of a million dollars for 
bond service. This large sum of money, 
if available, would go far toward provid- 
ing desired improvements without increas- 
ing taxes. A good balance sheet is an in- 
dication of a well governed city. I recom- 
mend the continuance of debt reductions. 


Over the last few years: the city has 
had a continuous program of improve- 
ments. This is due largely to the policy 
of keeping improvements in harmony wit 
the city’s ability to pay. Among the de- 
sirable public buildings for Lansing may 
be mentioned an auditorium. It is esti- 
mated that a suitable building would cost 
about one and one-half million dollars. If 
the government makes an appropriation of 
forty-five percent, it will leave approxi- 
mately eight hundred thousand dollars for 
the city’s share. This is a large sum of 
money and would require a tax levy of 
about eight dollars on every thousand dol- 
lars of valuation. The method of raising 
the. city’s share is a real problem. The 
council has a special committee to study 
the details of this project. I recommend 
that this committee follow closely any ac- 
tion Congress may take in making funds 
available for cities. The city now has in 
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process WPA projects which will add need- 
ed improvements to our playgrounds. It 
will also add improvements to many of 
our streets. At the same time it will pro- 
vide employment for one thousand men un- 
til July 1st. 


Several questions are left over from the 
old council. Among these are the parking 
meters and the bus question. I feel cer- 
tain that the new council will study these 
questions very closely and that they will 
find the correct solution for both of them. 


I wish to thank the retiring council for 
their cooperation during the past year and 
to commend them for their many accom- 
plishments. The new council can gain the 
respect and confidence of the people of 
Lansing by rendering unselfish service, by 
promoting harmony in the various city de- 
partments of government, and by furnish- 
ing the public with reliable information 
concerning the city affairs.

I then went to the Mayor’s office 
to reassure him that there would be no 
strike. 


The Mayor has never been connected 
with and has never taken any part at any 
time in the organization of the Inter City 
Coach Line Company. He did tell me that 
he was interested in seeing that Lansing 
had adequate and satisfactory bus trans- 
portation. 


So that you gentlemen may know how 
well our service and new coaches have been 
received by the riding public of Lansing 
during the past month on the five cent 
fare basis, I am gratified to give the fol- 
lowing figures. These figures are in com- 
parison to the same month of 1937 at 
which time the average fare was six and 
three-tenths cents and not ten cents as 
some would have the public believe.

Gentlemen: 


The Traffic Commission at its regular 
meeting held on Friday, January 13, 1939, 
took under consideration the following 
matters which had been referred to the 
Commission by the City Council: 


1. Petition for a traffic signal at the 
intersection of Logan Street and Mount 
Hope Avenue. It is the recommendation 
of the Commission that no action be taken 
on this request at this time since there are 
other intersections in more urgent need of 
a traffic light. A school police officer is 
stationed at this intersection to see that 
the school children are safely taken across 
the street. 


2. Request for a traffic light at the in- 
tersection of Kalamazoo Street and Hay- 
ford Avenue. It appears that this request 
was made with the intention of stopping 
the alleged excessive speed on East Kala- 
mazoo Street, since the cross traffic on 
Hayford Avenue is very light. While it is 
no doubt true that there are some cars 
driving at an excessive rate of speed on 
Kalamazoo Street it is the opinion of the 
Commission that one traffic light would 
have little effect in curbing the speed of 
these cars. The Commission recommends 
that if and when funds are available, at 
least two lights be placed on Kalamazoo 
Street so spaced and synchronized as to 
ae the speed of ears within the speed 
imit. 


3. Request for a -traffic signal at the 
intersection of Capitol Avenue and Shia- 
wassee Street. The Commission recom- 
mends that action on the placing of a traf- 
fic light at this intersection be deferred at 
the present time. There does not appear 
to be any urgent need for a signal at this 
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intersection and our accident record indi- 
cates that this intersection is quite free 
of accidents. It is true that there are 
certain periods of the day when traffic be- 
comes heavy at this intersection but on 
the average there does not appear to be 
much congestion. 


4. The Traffic Commission recommends 
that the City Council approve the installa- 
tion of traffic signals at the intersection 
of Kalamazoo, River and Cherry Streets. 
It is the opinion of the Commission that 
this intersection ranks first in importance 
in the City for needing traffic signals and 
it is felt that a great service can be 
rendered to all Lansing citizens by the in- 
stallation of these signals. This work 
could be paid for out of funds available in 
the traffic light budget. 


5. Request that a STOP street be made 
of Isbell Street at Herbert Street, also of 
Pacific Avenue at Lyons Avenue. The 
Commission recommends that this request 
be turned down. The Traffic Director ad- 
vises that SLOW signs have been installed 
at both these intersections and these signs 
have cleared up such trouble as existed at 
*hese locations.

($1.50). The service charge for the bal- 
ance of any fiscal year after November l, 
shall be but one dollar ($1.00), and the 
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balance of any fiscal year after March Il, 
it shall be fifty cents (50c). Such persons 
as pay the service charge as provided for 
in this ordinance shall further agree with 
the garbage department of the City of 
Lansing that they will be responsible for 
loss of cans left for their use and will re- 
imburse the city in case said cans are lost 
or destroyed by reason of the fault of the 
user thereof.

To the Mayor and City Council, 
City of Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen : 


In compliance with a request of the 
council, I drafted an ordinance, now in 
the hands of the Committee on Ordinances, 
which would require a license to enable 
anyone to operate a news or magazine 
stand or a rental library in the City of 
Lansing. The proposed ordinance’ also 
makes provision for a Board of Censors. 


At that time I expressed doubt as to the 
validity of the measure, having in mind 
the constitutional guaranty of freedom of 
speech and of the press. These guarantees 
were intended to put an end to restraints 
and limitations which at one time in Eng- 
lish history had been imposed on the right 
of public speaking and writing. The 
primary meaning of “liberty of the press,” 
as understood at the time our early consti- 
tutions were framed, was freedom from 
license or censorship. 


Almost 300 years ago, John Milton pub- 
lished his tracts on Divorce without author- 
ity from the appointed Licensers. These 
were worthy persons, mostly divines, chosen 
by Parliament to keep British authorship 
in order. In his immortal Areopagitica, 
Milton contended for the liberty of un- 
licensed printing. I recommend it to the 
sponsors of this proposed ordinance. Mil- 
ton did not deny that publication of a de-

famatory, scurrilous or obscene book or 
pamphlet could not properly be prohibited 
or published. He asserted vigorously, how- 
ever, that any system of licensing in ad- 
vance of printing carried the seeds of 
tyranny. There is no distinction in this 
respect, between the licensing of printers 
and licensing the distributors of printing. 


The end sought by the proposed ordi- 
nance is laudable, being merely the sup- 
pression of obscene literature. But worthi- 
ness of the end sought to be attained does 
not suffice, in law, to justify all methods. 


The City of Griffin, in Georgia, had an 
ordinance which borbade distributing lit- 
erature of any kind, in any manner, with- 
out a permit from the city manager. 
(Newsstand sale is, of course, one method 
of distribution of literature.) In 1938 the 
United States Supreme Court struck down 
this measure. Chief Justice Hughes said: 
“It strikes at the very foundation of the 
freedom of the press by subjecting -it to 
license and censorship. The struggle for 
the freedom of the press was primarily di- 
rected against the power of the licensor. 
The liberty of the press became initially 
a right to publish ‘without a license what 
formerly could be published only with one.’ 
The type of ordinance in question would 
restore the system of license and censor- 
ship in its baldest form.”’ 


My initial doubt concerning this pro- 
posal has ripened into a belief that the 
seaneaee measure would be unconstitu- 
tional. 


Both by Lansing city ordinance and 
Michigan statute, the sale of obscene lit- 
erature is prohibited, under penalty of fine 
or imprisonment. No one, as yet, has made 
complaint and asked for a warrant. Both 
the City Attorney and the Ingham County 
Prosecutor are readily available.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
LABOR RELATIONS wish to report that 
we have never officially received any mat- 
ters on labor relations for consideration, 
that is, coming in regular routine man- 
ner as a request or communication or peti- 
tion to the council and which after being 
referred to the Committee would entail a 
report back to the Council. 


But the Labor Relations Committee has 
unofficially received several communica- 
tions which they have given very careful 
consideration. 


The Committee believes that even 
though these communications or _ state- 
ments of employment grievances did not 
come through the usual channels, they are 
entitled to just as serious consideration as 
if they had. 


No doubt this method of bringing griev- 
ances before the Committee has _ been 
prompted by a desire not to jeopardize 
the job of the petitioner, but still having 
a sincere feeling in their mind that an in- 
justice was being done them. 


The investigations that have been made 
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have been with a view to securing’ the 
facts and determining, who was at fault 


whether the Department-head or employee 


and not with the intention in mind of go- 
ing over the head of anyone but to at- 
tempt to settle labor controversies concern- 
ing city employees off the council floor. 


In two instances the Late, were 


_ after due consideration by the Committee 


given verbal replies. 


In the matter of complaints from the 
Fire Department over the manner in which 
some selections for promotions have been 
made in the past,:-your Committee would 
like to report that we believe after meet- 
ing with the members of the Department, 
the members of the Men and Discipline 
Committee of the Police and Fire Board 
and the heads of the department, that 
some grave injustices have been done. The 
present system, as we see it, is for the 
head of the department to make the selec- 
tion for promotion. Often this is made 
on account of the fact that the .depart- 
ment-head has possibly been in closer con- 
tact with certain members of the depart- 
ment and allows this fact to influence him 
in his selection. We find that one group 
of Commissioners do not question the de- 
partment-head’s selections while others do, 
meanwhile we believe that both groups are 
absolutely sincere in the matter. 


This Committee believes that the method, 
or lack of method, of making these selec- 
tions for promotions is all wrong, that it 
is unfair to the men. It lays the depart- 
ment-heads and Commissioners open to un- 
just criticism, creates a bad impression on 
the part of the public and worst of all 
disrupts the morale of the departments. 


We believe and do recommend that in- 
dividual service records be kept of all men, 
that when by reason of seniority any mem- 
ber of either the Police or Fire Depart- 
ments is eligible for promotion and there 
is question as to his fitness either by rea- 
son of his capability or previous service 
record, that he be given a chance to ap- 
pear before a Committee of the Board and 
prove or attempt to prove his qualifica- 
tions, and that any man who may be 
passed up on promotions upon his request 
be informed as to the reason why. 


Your Committee does not wish to ap- 
pear too critical of the Police and Fire 
Board, but we believe the thought should 
not be lost sight of that firemen are em- 
ployed by the city to protect property of 
its citizens against loss by fire, and police- 
men for the purpose of enforcing law and 
order and that eligibility for promotions 
should be based on ability to perform these 
duties and that other capabilities they may 
have are of secondary consideration. 


The Committee recommends that this mat- 
ter be referred to the Police and Fire Com- 
mittee of the City Council and that they 
meet with the Police and Fire Board and 
attempt to work out a plan whereby the 
above-mentioned condition may be cor- 
rected. “i

Gentlemen : 


On January 30th the City Council re- 
ferred to the Traffic Commission a resolu- 
tion received from the State Senate asking 
immediate action to correct the traffic 
hazard at the intersection of Michigan and 
Capitol Avenues. A copy of this resolu- 
tion was also sent to Murray D. Van 
Wagoner, State Highway Commissioner. 
In conjunction with Mr. R. E. Hefron, of 
the State Highway Department, we work- 
ed out a plan which we feel will correct 
the pedestrian hazard at this intersection 
at a very small outlay of money. The 
work which is recommended to be done 
by the State Highway Department at this 
intersection consists of the construction of 
three concrete pedestrian islands, two ‘of 
which will be located on Capitol Avenue 
and one on Michigan Avenue. These 
islands which will be placed half way 
across the intersection at the crosswalk line 
will be illuminated at night with sodium 
vapor lights to light the island and flash. 
ing amber lights in each of the _ froni 
abutments of the island to warn on-comins 
traffic. These islands will not only affor: 
protection for pedestrians crossing th: 
street, but will also channelize the traffi: 
Movement on both streets. The estimate 
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\ecost of this work would be $1,078.61, of 
which the State Highway Department is 
willing to pay 50%, or $539.31. 


The State Highway Department also 
recommends the installation of one of 
these islands in Washington Avenue at 
the intersection of Grand River Avenue in 
lieu of the Traffic Signal which was re- 
' quested at this intersection. A bad pedes- 
trian condition exists here which could be 
helped by the installation of this island. 
he estimated cost for doing this work 
would be $394.97 of which the State High- 
way Department is willing to pay 50%, or 
$197.48. 


I am attaching a sketch showing the lo- 
cation of these islands at each of the 
above intersections as well as a construc- 
tion diagram of the island itself. The 
Highway Department asks approval of this 
work by the council so that construction 
may start at the earliest possible date.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Shaw introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate the sale 
of motor fuel, the location and mainte- 
nance of gasoline filling stations and the 
maintenance of signs pertaining thereto 
in the city of Lansing; to provide for the 
granting of licenses therefor and licenses 
for vehicle tanks used for the purpose of 
measuring or delivering motor fuel or 
fuel oil and to regulate and provide for 
the inspection of meters thereon and cali- 
bration of equipment. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. ‘That no person, shall. con- 
struct, establish or maintain a gasoline 
filling station in the city of Lansing un- 
less he is the holder of a license issued 
therefor as herein provided, that has not 
been revoked. 


Sec. 2. Application for such license 
shall be made upon a form prescribed by 
the sealer of weights and measures and 
filed with the city clerk. It shall state 
the location of the filling station, and the 
number and capacity of the tanks and 
gasoline dispensing units located or main- 
tained in connection therewith. Each sta- 
tion so constructed or maintained shall 
comply with the provisions of all ordi- 
nances of the city of Lansing. 


Sec. 3. The fee for such license shall 
be Two dollars unless there is maintained 
at such filling station more than two gaso- 
line dispensing units in which case the 
fee shall be an amount equal to One dol- 
lar for each gasoline dispensing unit lo- 
cated or maintained in connection there- 
with. Every license so issued shall auto- 
matically expire on the thirtieth day of 
April next following. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to sell or offer for sale 
any motor fuel as herein defined unless 
license therefor is issued as herein pro- 
vided and is unrevoked. Any such license 
may be revoked by the city council for 
violation of any provisions of this ordi- 
nance or any other ordinance of the city 
of Lansing pertaining to gasoline filling 
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stations following hearing before the coun- 
cil at which the holder thereof shall have 
a reasonable opportunity to be heard, of 
which notice shall be given to the holder 
by the city clerk. In case of the revoca- 
tion of any license the same shall not be 
renewed or a new license issued to the 
holder thereof without the consent of the 
city council. The license issued shall be 
conspicuously displayed in such gasoline 
filing station during the time it remains 
in force. 


Sec. 4. It shall be a violation of this 
ordinance to allow such an accumulation 
of water or sludge in the bottom of station 
tanks in which inflammable liquids are 
stored for sale either at wholesale or retail 
to the extent that such liquids when drawn 
by the pump or other device shall be con- 
taminated by such water or sludge. 


Sec. 5. No person shall deliver any 
gasoline directly into the tank of any au- 
tomobile within the city of Lansing while 
the engine of such automobile is running. 


Sec. 6. Every liquid measuring device, 
commonly termed, pump, used in the sale 
of gasoline or motor fuel shall be con- 
structed and located in such a manner as 
to indicate accurately and plainly to the 
purchaser from any position he may rea- 
sonbly be expected to assume, the true 
amount of gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The facilities or means of 
so indicating and the position thereof shall 
be satisfactory to the sealer of weights and 
measures. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every per- 
son in charge of a pump used for the pur- 
pose of measuring gasoline for sale as a 
motor fuel, to test said pump or pumps 
each day before any sale is made by means 
of a sealed container, to be approved by 
the sealer of weights and measures. It 
shall be the duty of the sealer of weights 
and measures to inspect each gasoline dis- 
pensing unit located in the city of Lan- 
sing, and test the accuracy thereof as to 
measuring and in the event the same is 
found to be accurate he shall issue to the 
owner or person in charge thereof, a cer- 
tificate to that effect, which shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place upon or in 
the proximity of such unit until the next 
inspection is made. No person shall sell 
or offer for sale any gasoline and deliver 
the same through any gasoline dispensing 
unit which is not accurate as to measur- 
ing nor unless certificate to that effect 
was issued by the sealer of weights and 
aaa at the time of his last inspec- 
ion. 


Sec. 8. There shall be installed upon 
each pump or other dispensing device, a 
sign of a size not to exceed 8 inches x 10 
inches, upon which is specified the price 
of the gasoline dispensed therefrom. No 
other sign advertising such gasoline and 
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specifying the price thereof or relating to 
such price or to any discount, rebate, 
bonus, prize or premium given in connec- 
tion with the sale of any gasoline shall be 
maintained on or about the premises where 
the same is sold. 


Sec. 9. As used in this act: 


The term ‘vehicle tank’’ shall be con- 
strued to mean an assembly used for the 
delivery of liquids, comprising a tank, 
which may or may not be subdivided into 
two or more compartments, mounted upon 
@ wagon, automobile truck, or trailer to- 
gether with its accessory piping, valves, 
meters, etc. 


The term “compartment” shall be con- 
strued to mean the entire tank whenever 
this is not subdivided; otherwise it shall 
mean any one of those subdivided portions 
of the tank which is designed to hold 
liquid. 


The term “motor fuel’ and “gasoline’’ 
shall be construed to mean and include 
any liquid advertised, offered for sale, sold 
or delivered for use in generating power 
for the propulsion of motor vehicles along 
and upon the highways of this state. 


The term “gasoline filling station’ shall 
mean and include any place at which mo- 
tor fuel is sold or offered for sale in the 
city of Lansing. 


The term “person” shall be construed to 
mean and include an individual, copart- 
nership, association and corporation. 


The term “singular” shall include the 
plural and each gender shall include each 
of the other genders. 


Section 10. Every vehicle tank whether 
the same be equipped with meter or not, 
shall comply with the following require- 
ments: 


(a) Permanence.—A vehicle tank shall 
be so designed and shall be of sufficiently 
substantial construction that it may rea- 
sonably be expected to withstand ordinary 
usage without impairment of the accuracy 
of the deliveries made therefrom ; the shell 
and the bulkheads shall be of such con- 
struction that they will not become dis- 
torted under any condition of liquid lad- 
ing. 


(b) Venting Means.—Each compart- 
ment shall be provided with suitable vent- 
ing means to prevent the formation of air 
pockets by permitting the escape of air 
from all parts of the compartment de- 
signed to be filled with liquid and to per- 
mit the influx of air to the compartment 
during the process of delivery. 


(c) Marking.—All lettering and figures 
required under this ordinance shall be cof 
such size, design, material, and location, 
and shall be so applied or affixed, that they 
will not tend easily to become obliterated 
or illegible. 
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(d) Fraudulent Construction—All vehi- 
cle tanks and all devices designed to be 
attached thereto and used in connection 
therewith shall be of such design and 
construction that they do not facilitate 
the perpetration of fraud. 


See. 11. Every vehicle tank which is 
not equipped with meter but which is used 
for the purpose of delivery or measuring 
of motor fuel shall comply with the fol- 
lowing requirements: 


(a) Indicators.—An indicator shall be 
provided within the fill opening of each 
compartment; this indicator’ shall be 
permanently attached to the shell of the 
compartment and shall be located approxi- 
mately midway between the ends of the 
compartment. The indicator shall be so 
designed that it will clearly, distinctly, and 
unmistakably define the height to which 
the compartment must be filled in order 
to contain its marked capacity. If this in- 
dicator is adjustable it shall be so con- 
structed that it can be sealed in such a 
manner that its position can not be 
changed without destroying or mutilating 
the seal. 


(b) Expansion Space.—The indicator 
shall be so positioned that when a com- 
partment is filled to the indicator there 
will remain an expansion space of not 
less than 0.75 percent of the nominal 
capacity of the compartment. 


(c) Provision for Complete Delivery.—— 
The tank and the delivery piping shall be 
so designed and constructed and shall be 
so mounted upon the vehicle that when 
this is standing upon a level surface com- 
vlete delivery may be made from any 
eompartment through the delivery faucets 
or valves whether other compartments are 
full or empty. 


(d) Discharge Through Manifold.— 
When two or more compartments discharge 
through a manifold, effective and automa- 
tic means shall be provided to prevent the 
passage of liquid from the manifold into 
the discharge line from any compartment. 


(e) Piping.—-Vehicle tanks equipped 
with control or emergency valves _ shall 
have such valves at the lowest point of 
outlet from each compartment and_ the 
capacities of such compartments shall be 
construed as not including the capacity of 
the piping leading therefrom. 


(f) Marking of Capacity.—Each com- 
partment of a tank shall be plainly and 
conspicuously marked with a designating 
letter or figure and each delivery faucet 
or valve shall be correspondingly marked 
to indicate the compartment of which it 
is the outlet. In addition, the tank shall 
be plainly and conspicuously marked to 
show the capacity, to the nearest half gal- 
lon, of each compartment and such mark- 
ing shall indicate that the capacities given 
are measured to the indicators provided. 
This latter marking shall be placed adja- 
cent to the faucets or valves. 
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Sec. 12. Every vehicle tank which is 
equipped with meter shall comply with the 
following requirements: 


(a) Meter Requirements.—Meters in- 
stalled on vehicle tanks shall conform to 
all applicable requirements of the speci- 
fications for liquid-measuring devices of 
the wholesale type except in so far as these 
may be modified by the requirements: of 
this section. 


(b) Location of Meter.—The meter 
shall be so positioned that the indications 
may be easily and accurately read. 


(c) Discharge Lines.—If the unit be 
designed for discharge by gravity, the 
discharge line shall be as short as prac- 
ticable and there shall be no shut-off valve 
at its discharge end. If the unit be de- 
signed for discharge by means of a pump, 
the discharge line shall be of the wet-hose 
type with a shut-off valve at its discharge 
end, and immediately adjacent to this dis- 
charge valve there shall be installed a 
spring-loaded check valve so adjusted that 
drainage of the discharge line will auto- 
matically be prevented. When two or 
more compartments discharge through a 
manifold and the discharge lines are 
equipped with independently-operable dis- 
charge valves, the construction shall be 
such that deliveries shall be accurate 
whether or not more than one of the 
valves are partially or wholly open. 


¢ 


(d) Diversion of Measured Liquid.— 
No means shall be provided by which any 
measured liquid can be diverted from the 
measuring chamber of the meter or the 
discharge line therefrom. 


(e) Air Elimination.—Adequate provi- 
sion shall be made for preventing the pas- 
sage of air through the meter. In a grav- 
ity-discharge unit, if a mechanical air 
eliminator or other means to prevent in- 
accuracies of measure due to air or vapor 
in the liquid be not provided, provision 
shall be made for preventing a vortex at 
the point of discharge from the compart- 
ment whereby air might be drawn into 
the line leading to the meter, and _ the 
meter shall be so mounted and the piping 
so arranged that the meter will not be 
drained of liquid during normal operation 
and that air will not be trapped in the 
meter inlet line when a compartment is 
filled. In a pump-discharge unit, a me- 
chanical air eliminator or other means 
shall be provided adjacent to the meter 
inlet. This gir eliminator or other means 
shall be considered effective if the provi- 
sions of sub-section f of this section are 
complied with. 


(f) Contancy of Delivery.—The amounts 
delivered shall not vary from the stand- 
ard by more than the tolerances herein- 
after provided, (1) during continuous or 
intermittent discharge of liquid; (2) at all 
speed of pump operation; and (3) when 
the meter is operated at the maximum rate 
permitted by the installation, when oper- 
ated at the rate represented or believed 
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to be normal for the installation, and 
when operated at a rate approximately 
one-half the normal rate, or at a rate 
of approximately 20 gallons per minute, 
whichever is less. 


Sec. 13. In testing every vehicle tank 
not equipped with meter the tolerances to 
be allowed in excess or deficiency on all 
vehicle tank compartments which are be- 
ing tested by the weights and measures 
official for the first time to verify the 
accuracy of a capacity marked by a manu- 
facturer or user, shall be the values 
shown in the column headed “Qn first 
test”? in the following table. The toler- 
ances to be allowed in excess or deficiency 
on all subsequent tests made by the offi- 
cial, to verify the accuracy of a marked 
capacity, shall be the values shown in 
the column headed “On subsequent test.” 
These tolerances are to be applied _ to 
the difference between the actual result cf 
the calibration and the marked capacity 
of the compartment. Whenever the result 
of a calibration indicates that the marked 
capacity of a compartment is not correct 
within the tolerance to be applied, if the 
capacity of the compartment is adjustable, 
then the marking shall be changed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of subsection 
f of section 11, or the result of the cali- 
bration shall be taken as the basis of an 
adjustment and the adjustment shall be 
so made that the capacity of the com- 
partment agrees as nearly as may be with 
such marked capacity; if the capacity of 
the compartment can not be adjusted to 
agree with the marked capacity, then the 
marking shall be changed in accordance 
with provisions of subsection f of section 
11.

Sec. 14. In testing tanks equipped with 
meters, the tolerances to be allowed in 
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excess or deficiency on meters installed 
on vehicle tanks shall be the same as those 
specified for liquidsmeasuring devices of 
the wholesale type, that is, 1 cubic inch 
per indicated gallon of delivery for meters 
in use, and one-half of these values for 
new or reconditioned meters. 


Sec. 15. No vehicle tank shall be used 
for the purpose of delivery of either mo- 
tor fuel or fuel oil either to retailers or 
to consumers in the city of Lansing un- 
less the owner thereof is the holder of an 
unexpired and unrevoked license issued 
therefor in accordance with the terms of 
this ordinance. Application for such 
license shall be filed with the city clerk 
upon form to be prescribed by the sealer 
of weights and measures and there shall 
accompany each application the fee there- 
of which for’ vehicle tanks having 
gallonage not to exceed 1000 gallon shall 
be $5.00 and for vehicle tanks having a 
gallonage in excess of 1000 gallons shall 
be $10.00. No such license shall be issued 
until the application therefor has been 
approved by the sealer of weights and 
measures. The applicant shall cause such 
vehicle tank to be produced at such place 
as may be designated by the sealer of 
weights and measures and adequate oppor- 
tunity afforded him for testing the same 
in the manner herein provided prior to 
the issuance of such license and at such 
other times as he may indicate. In the 
event that such vehicle tank is in any 
way damaged or involved in any accident, 
the same shall not be used for further 
measuring or delivery of motor fuel or 
fuel oil until same has again been inspect- 
ed and approved by the sealer of weights 
and measures. Every license so _ issued 
shall automatically expire on the thirtieth 
day of April next following. Any such 
license may be revoked by the city coun- 
cil for violation of any provision of this 
ordinance by the owner of such vehicle 
tank or by his employees following hear- 
ing at which person, firm or corporation 
to whom such license was issued _ shall 
have a reasonable opportunity to be heard 
and of which notice shall be given by the 
city clerk. In case of revocation of any 
such license the same shall not he renewed 
or any license issued upon such vehicle 
tank without the consent of the city coun- 
cil. The license issued shall be carried 
in such vehicle at all times while it re- 
mains in force and shall be displayed to 
any person for examination upon request. 


Sec. 16. No motor fuel shall be de- 
livered to retailers between the hours 
from eight o’clock P. M. to six o’clock 
A. M. except in emergency cases as speci- 
fied by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures in rules to be promulgated by him 
for that purpose. 


Sec. 17. Any person who violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and subject to im- 
prisonment in the city jail for a period of 
not to exceed ninety (90) days or be fined 
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not to exceed $100.00 or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. 9 


Sec. 18. An ordinance of the city of 
Lansing entitled: ‘‘An ordinance to regu- 
late the sale of motor fuel in the city of 
Lansing to provide for the inspection of 
the same and for the inspection of meas- 
ures from which same is sold,’’ and adopt- 
ed July 7, 1926, is hereby repealed. 


The Committee on City Planning intro- 
duced the following ordinance which was 
read a first and second time by its title 
and referred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
CITY PLANNING AND TO CREATE A 
CITY PLANNING COMMISSION AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR ITS POWERS AND 
DUTIES, INCLUDING THE REGULA- 
TION AND SUBDIVISION OF LAND. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and 
established for the City of Lansing a City 
Planning Commission consisting of nine 
members. It shall consist of the mayor, 
one of the administrative officials of the 
city selected by the mayor, one member 
of the council to be selected by it, and 
six persons who shall be appointed by the 
mayor with the approval of the council. 
All members of the commission _ shall 
serve as such without compensation and 
the appointed members shall hold no other 
municipal office except that one of such 
appointed members may be a member of 
the zoning board of adjustment or ap- 
peals. The terms of ex-officio members 
shall correspond to their respective official 
tenures, except that the term of the ad- 
ministrative official selected by the mayor 
shall terminate with the term of the mayor 
selecting him. The term of each appoint- 
ed member, where six are appointed shall 
be three years or until his successor takes 
office except that the respective terms of 
two of the members first appointed shail 
be for one year and two for two years. 
Members other than the member selected 
by the council may, after public hearing, 
be removed by the mayor for inefficiency, 
neglect of duty, or malfeasance in office. 
Council may for like cause remove the 
member selected by it. Vacancies occur- 
ring otherwise than through the expira- 
tion of term shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term by the mayor in the case of 
members selected or appointed by him, by 
council in the case of the councilmanic 
member. 


Section 2. The commission shall elect 
its chairman from amongst the appointed 
members and create and fill such other of 
its offices as it may determine. The term 
of chairman shall be one year, with eligi- 
bility for re-election. The commission 
shall hold at least one regular meeting 
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in each month. It shall adopt rules for 
transaction of business and shall keep a 
record of its resolutions, transactions, find- 
ings, and determinations, which record 
shall be a public record. 


























































‘Section 3. It shall be the function and 
duty of the commission to make and 
adopt a master plan for the physical de- 
velopment of the municipality, including 
(pe 2ny areas outside of its boundaries which, 

‘in the commission’s judgment, bear rela- 
tion to the planning of such municipality. 
Such plan, with the accompanying maps, 
plats, charts, and descriptive matter shall 
show the commission’s recommendations 
for the development of said territory, in- 
cluding, among other things’ the general 
location, character, and extent of streets, 
viaducts, subways, bridges, waterways, 
water fronts, boulevards, parkways, play- 
grounds, and open spaces, the general loca- 
tion of public buildings and other public 
property, and the general location and ex- 
tent of public utilities and terminals, 
whether publicly or privately owned or 
operated, for water, light, sanitation, 
transportation, communication, power, and 
other purposes; also the removal, reloca- 
tion, widening, narrowing, vacating, 
abandonment, change of use or extension 
of any of the foregoing ways, grounds, 
open spaces, buildings, property, utilities 
or terminals; as well as a zoning plan 
“for the control of the height, area, bulk, 
location, and use of buildings and prem- 
ises. The commission may from time to 
time adopt and publish a part or parts 
thereof, any such part to cover one or 
more major sections or divisions of the 
municipality or one or more of the afore- 
said or other functional matters to be in- 
cluded in the plan. The commission may 
from time to time amend, extend, or add 
to the plan. The plan shall be made with 
the general purpose of guiding and ac- 
complishing a coordinated, adjusted, and 
harmonious development of the municipal- 
ity and its environs which will, in accord- 
ance with present and future needs, best 
promote health, safety, morals, order, con- 
venience, prosperity, and general welfare, 
as well as efficiency and economy in the 
process of development; including, among 
other things, adequate provision for traf- 
fic, the promotion of safety from fire and 
other dangers, adequate provision for light 
and air, the promotion of the healthful 
and convenient distribution of population, 
the promotion of good civic design and ar- 
rangement, wise and efficient expenditure 
of public funds, and the adequate provi- 
sion of public utilities and other public 
requirements. 


Section 4. The commission may adopt 
the plan as a whole by a single resolution 
or may by successive resolutions, adopt 
successive parts of the plan, said parts 
orresponding with major geographical 
sections or divisions of the municipality 
r with functional subdivisions of the sub- 
ject matter of the plan, and may adopt 
ny amendment or extension thereof or 
ddition thereto. Before the adoption of 
the plan or any such part, amendment, 
extension, or addition the commission shall 
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hold at least one public hearing thereon, 
notice of the time and place of which 
shall be given by one publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the 
municipality and in the official gazette, 
if any, of the municipality. The adoption 
of the plan or of any such part or amend- 
ment or extension or addition shall be 
by resolution of the commission carried by 
the affirmative votes of not less than six 
members of the commission. The resolu- 
tion shall refer expressly to the maps and 
descriptive and other matter intended by 
the commission to form the whole or part 
of the plan, and the action taken shall be 
recorded on the map and plan and de- 
scriptive matter by the identifying signa- 
ture of the chairman and/or secretary of 
the commission. An attested copy of the 
plan or part thereof shall be certified to 
council and to the county register of deeds. 


Section 5. Whenever the commission 
shall have adopted the master plan of 
the municipality or of one or more major 
sections or districts thereof no _ street, 
square, park, or other public way, ground, 
or open space, or public building or 
structure, shall be constructed or author- 
ized in the municipality or in such planned 
section and district until the location, char- 
acter, and extent thereof shall have been 
submitted to and approved by the com- 
mission : Provided, That in case of 
disapproval the commission shall com- 
municate its reasons to council, which 
shall have the power to overrule such 
disapproval by a recorded vote of not less 
than two-thirds of its entire membership: 
Provided, however, That if the public way, 
ground, space, building, structure, or 
utility be one the authorization or financing 
of which does not under the law or 
charter provisions governing same, fall 
within the province of the municipal 
council, then the submission to the plan- 
ning commission shall be by the board, 
commission, or body having such juris- 
diction, and the planning commission’s 
disapproval may be overruled by said 
board, commission, or body by a vote of 
not less than two-thirds of its member- 
ship. The failure of the commission to 
act within sixty days from and after the 
date of official submission to the commis- 
sion shall be deemed approval. 


Section 6. Whenever the council shall 
have ordered the opening, widening or 
extension of any street, avenue or boulevard, 
or whenever the council shall have ordered 
that proceedings be instituted for the acqui- 
sition or enlargement of any park, play- 
ground, playfield or other public open 
space, such resolution shall not be rescinded 
until after the matter has been referred 
back to the city planning commission for 
a report and until after a public hearing 
shall have been held. The council shall 
have the power to overrule the recommend- 
ation of the city planning commission by 
a vote of not.less than two-thirds of its 
entire membership. 


Section 7. The commission shall . have 
the power to promote public interest in 
and.understanding of the plan and to that 
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end may publish and distribute copies of 
the plan or of any report and may em- 
ploy such other means of publicity and 
education as it may determine. Members 
of the commission, when duly autHbrized 
by the council, may attend city planning 
conferences or meetings of city planning 
institutes, or hearings upon pending city 
planning legislation, and the commission 
may by resolution spread upon its min- 
utes, pay the reasonable traveling expenses 
incident to such attendance. The com- 
mission shall, from time to time, recom- 
mend to the appropriate public officials 
programs for’ public’ structures § and 
improvements and for the financing there- 
of. It shall be part of its duties to 
consult and advise with public officials and 
agencies, public utility companies, civic, 
educational, professional, and other organ- 
izations, and with citizens with relation 
to the protecting or carrying out the 
plan. The commission shall have the right 
to accept and use gifts for the exercise of 
its functions. All public officials shall, 
upon request, furnish to the commission, 
within a reasonable time, such available 
information as it may require for its 
work. The commission, its members, 
officers, and employees, in the performance 
of their functions, may enter upon any 
land and make examinations and surveys 
and place and maintain necessary monu- 
ments, and marks thereon. In _ general, 
the commission shall have such powers as 
may be necessary to enable it to fulfill 
its functions, promote municipal planning, 
or carry out the purposes of this ordinance. 


Section 8. Whenever the planning com- 
mission shall have adopted that sort of a 
master plan relating to the major street 
system of the territory within its sub- 
division jurisdiction or part thereof, and 
shall have filed a certified copy of such 
plan in the office of the county register 
of deeds of the county in which such 
territory or part is located, then no plat 
of a subdivision of land within such terri- 
tory or part shall be filed or recorded 
until it shall have been approved by such 
planning commission and such approval 
entered in writing on the plat by the 
chairman or secretary of the commission. 


Section 9. Before exercising the powers 
referred to in the preceding sections, the 
planning commission shall adopt regula- 
tions governing the subdivision of land 
within its jurisdiction. Such regulations 
may provide for the proper arrangement 
of streets in relation to other existing 
or planned streets and to the master plan, 
for adequate and convenient open spaces 
for traffic, utilities, access of fire-fighting 
apparatus, recreation, light and air, and 
for the avoidance of congestion of popula- 
tion, including minimum width and area 
of lots. 


Such regulations may include provisions 
as to the extent to which streets and other 
ways shall be graded and improved and 
to which water and sewer and other 
utility mains, piping, er other facilities 
shall be installed as a condition precedent 
to the approval of the plat. The regula- 
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tions or practice of the commission may 
provide for a tentative approval of the 
plat previous to such installation; but 
any such tentative approval shall be revo- 
cable and shall not be entered on the 
plat. In lieu of the completion of such 
improvements and utilities prior to the 
final approval of the plat, the commission 
may accept a bond with surety to secure 
to the municipality the actual contsruction

and installation of such improvements or a 


utilities at a time and according to speci- 
fications fixed by or in accordance with 
the regulations of the commission. The 
municipality is hereby granted the power 
to enforce such bond by all appropriate 
legal and equitable remedies. All such 
regulations shall be published as provided 
by law for the publication of ordinances, 
and before adoption, a publi¢ hearing shall 
be held thereon. A copy thereof shall be 
certified by the commission to the recorders 


of the counties in which the municipality 


and territory are located. 


Section 10. The planning commission 
shall approve, modify or disapprove a plat 
within sixty days after the submission 
thereof to it; otherwise such plat shall be 


deemed to have been approved, and a cer-. 


tificate to that effect shall be issued by the 
commission on demand: Provided, how- 
ever, That the applicant for the commis- 
sion’s approval may waive this requirement 
and consent to .an extension of such 
period. The ground of disapproval of any 
plat shall be stated upon the records of 
the commission. Any plat submitted to 
the commission shall contain the name 
and address of a person to whom notice 
of a hearing shall be sent; and no plat 
shall be acted on by the commission with- 
out affording a hearing thereon. Notice 
shall be sent to the said address by regis- 
tered mail of the time and place of such 
hearing not less than five days before 
the date fixed therefor. Similar notice 
shall be mailed to the owners of land 


a 


immediately adjoining the platted land, ' 


as their names ‘appear upon the plats in 
the county auditor’s office and _ their 
addresses appear in the directory of the 
municipality or on the tax records of the 
municipality or county. Every plat approved 
by the commission shall, by virtue of such 
approval, be deemed to be an amendment 
of or an addition to or a detail of the 
municipal plan and a part thereof. Ap- 
proval of a plat shall not be deemed to 
constitute or effect an acceptance by the 
public of any: street or other open space 
shown upon the plat. The planning com- 
mission may, from time to time, recom- 
mend to council amendments of the zoning 
ordinance or map or additions thereto to 
conform to the commission’s recommenda- 
tions for the zoning regulation of the 
territory comprised within approved sub- 
divisions. The commission shall have the 
power to agree with the applicant upon 
use, height, area or bulk requirements or 
restrictions governing buildings and prem- 
ises, within the subdivision, provided such 
requirements or _ restrictions do. not 
authorize the violation of the then effective 
zoning ordinance of the municipality. 
Such requirements or restrictions shall 
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be stated upon the plat prior to the ap- 
proval and recording thereof and _ shall 
have the same force of law and be enforce- 
able in the same manner and with the 
same sanctions and penalties and subject 
to the same power of amendment or repeal 
as though set out as a part of the zoning 
ordinance or map of the municipality. 


Section 11. Sections of this ordinance 


fa shall be deemed to be severable and should 


any section or provision of this ordinance 
be declared by the court to be unconstitu- 
tionally invalid, the same shall not affect 
the validity of this ordinance as a whole 
or any part thereof, other than the part 
ore to be unconstitutional or in- 
valid.

There shall be an election commission 
composed of the City Attorney, City Clerk 
and City Treasurer, which shall perform 
such duties as are prescribed for election 
commissions by the general laws of the 
state.

In case of a vacancy in any elective 
office other than the office of Mayor or 
Alderman, the Mayor, by and with the 
consent of the City Council, shall appoint 
some suitable person to hold the same un- 
til the next annual election, when a person 
shall be elected to fill such vacancy for 
the unexpired portion of the regular term 
limited to such office, and until his suc- 
cessor shall be elected or qualified.

Aldermen Kircher, Reck and Crego in- 
troduced the following ordinance which 
was read a first and second time by its 
title and referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 10 
of the Traffic Ordinance of the City of 
Lansing entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance. regulat- 
ing traffic upon the public streets of the 
City of Lansing and repealing Ordinance 
No. 167 and all other ordinances and sec- 
tions of ordinances in conflict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 10 of the traffic ordi- 
nance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance regulating 
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traffic upon the public streets of the City 
of Lansing and repealing Ordinance No. 
167 and all other ordinances and sections 
of ordinances in conflict herewith,’’ is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Obedience to Traffic Signs and Signals 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle to disobey the in- 
structions of any official traffic sign or 
signal placed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, unless otherwise 
directed by a police officer. 


It shall be unlawful for any pedestrian 
to enter upon that portion of the inter- 
section of Washington Avenue and Michi- 
gan Avenue designed for vehicular traffic 
except upon and in accord with the Green 
or Go traffic light, unless otherwise direct- 
ed by a police officer. 


By Ald. Kircher— 

That the City Council resolve itself into 
a Committee of The Whole to consider 
ordinances. 

Carried. 


The Mayor called Ald. Toy to the chair 
to preside over the Committee of The 
Whole. 


After some time spent in the Committee 
of The Whole, the committee arose and 
through its chairman reported that it had 
considered an _ ordinance entitled “AN 
ORDINANCE to regulate the sale of mo- 
tor fuel, the location and maintenance 
of gasoline filling stations and the main- 
tenance of signs pertaining thereto in the 
City of Lansing; to provide for the grant- 
ing of licenses therefor and licenses for 
vehicle tanks used for the purpose of 
measuring or delivering motor fuel or 
fuel oil and to regulate and provide for 
the inspection of meters thereon and cali- 
bration of equipment, and had amended 
Sections 2, 8, 8, 15 and 19’ and recom- 
mended that the ordinance as amended be 
printed in full in the minutes of this 
meeting. 


The Council then resumed regular ses- 
sion. 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate the sale 
of motor fuel, the location and mainte- 
nance of gasoline filling stations and the 
maintenance of signs pertaining thereto in 
the city of Lansing; to provide for the 
granting of licenses therefor and licenses 
for vehicle tanks used for the purpose of 
measuring or delivering motor fuel or fuel 
oil and to regulate and provide for the in- 
specting of meters thereon and calibration 
of equipment. a 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. 
struct, 


That no person, shall con- 
establish or maintain a gasoline 
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filling station in the city of Lansing un- 
less he is the holder of a license issued 


therefor as herein provided, that has not a 


been revoked. 


Sec. 2. Application for such license 
shall be made upon a form prescribed 
by the sealer of weights and measures and 
filed with the city clerk and there shall 
accompany each application the fee there- 
for. There shall be stated upon such ap- 
plication the location of the filling station 
and the number and capacity of the tanks 
and gasoline dispensing units located or 
maintained in connection therewith. Each i 
gasoline filling station and all signs main- 
tained in connection therewith or advertis- 
ing gasoline for sale at such gasoline fill- 
ing stations shall comply with the provi- 
sions of all other ordinances of the city of 
Lansing. The sealer of weights and meas- 
ures shall investigate and determine 
whether or not the provisions of such ordi- 
nances are complied with, and if so, en- 
dorse upon such application his approval 
of the issuance of such _ license. No 
license shall be issued until the approval 
of the sealer of weights and measures has 


‘ been endorsed upon such application. 


Ser. 3. The fee for such license shal] 
be four dollars unless there is located or 
maintained at such filling station more 
than two gasoline dispensing units in 
which case the fee shall be an amount 
equal to two dollars for each dispensing 
unit located or maintained in connection 
therewith. Every license so issued shall 
automatically expire on the thirtieth day 
of April, next following. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to sell or offer for 
sale any motor fuel as herein defined un- 
less license therefor is issued as herei 
provided and is unrevoked. Any sue 
license may be revoked by the city council 
for violation of any provisions of this ordi- 
nance or any other ordinance of the city 
of Lansing pertaining to gasoline filling 
stations or signs maintained at or in con- 
nection therewith or advertising gasoline 
sold or offered for sale at such station fol- 
lowing hearing before the council, at 
which the holder thereof shall have a rea- 
sonable opportunity to be heard, notice of 


‘which shall be given to the holder by the 


city clerk. In case of the revocation of 
any license the same shall not be renewed 
or a new license issued to the holder 
thereof without the consent of the city 
council. The license issued shall be con- 
spicuously displayed in such gasoline fill- 
ing station during the time it remains in 
force. Upon the taking effect of this ordi- 
nance there shall be conducted under the 
direction and the supervision of the sealer 
of weights and measures a survey of the 
cost of the retailing of petroleum products 
in the city of Lansing, pursuant to the 
provisions of and as referred to in Act 
282 of the Public Acts of the state of 
Michigan of 1937, the cost of which shall 
be defrayed from the general fund of the 
city. Subsequent cost surveys pursuant to 
said act, or any similar act shall be con- 
ducted under the direction and supervision 
of the sealer of weights and measures 
whenever petitions signed by not less than 


#e 
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fifteen per cent of the operators of gaso- 
ilne filling stations then licensed under 
this act, is filed with the city council, but 
at least one year shall intervene between 
any two such cost surveys. 


Sec. 4. It shall be a violation of this 
ordinance to allow such an accumulation 


of water or sludge in the bottom of sta- 


tion tanks in which inflammable liquids 
are stored for sale either at wholesale or 
retail to the extent that such liquids when 
drawn by the pump or other device shall 
be contaminated by such water or sludge. 


Sec. 5. No person shall deliver any 
gasoline directly into the tank of any au- 
tomobile within the city of Lansing while 
the engine of such automobile is running. 


See. 6. Every liquid measuring device, 
commonly termed, pump, used in the sale 
of gasoline or motor fuel shall be con- 
structed and located in such a manner as 


to indicate accurately and plainly to the ° 


purchaser from any position he may rea- 
sonably be expected to assume, the true 
amount of gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The facilities or means of 
so indicating and the position thereof shall 
be satisfactory to the sealer of weights and 
measures. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every per- 
son in charge of a pump used for the pur- 
pose of measuring gasoline for sale as a 
motor fuel, to test said pump or pumps 
each day before any sale is made by 
means of a sealed container, to be ap- 
proved by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures. It shall be the duty of the sealer 
of weights and measures to inspect each 
gasoline dispensing unit located in the city 
of Lansing, and test the accuracy thereof 
as to measuring and in the event the 
same is found to be accurate he shall issue 
to the owner or person in charge thereof, 
a certificate to that effect, which shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place upon or in 
the proximity of such unit until the next 
inspection is made. No person shall sell 
or offer for sale any gasoline and deliver 
the same through any gasoline dispensing 
unit which is not accurate as to measuring 
nor unless certificate to that effect was 
issued by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures at the time of his last inspection. 


Sec. 8. There shall be installed upon 
each pump or other gasoline dispensing 
device a sign of a size not to exceed 8 
inches by 10 inches upon which shall be 
specified the price of the gasoline then 
being sold or offered for sale and dispensed 
therefrom. No other sign advertising such 
gasoline sold or offered for sale at any 
gasoline filling station licensed hereunder 
and specifying the price thereof or relat- 
ing to such price or to any discount, re- 
bate, bonus, prize, or premium given, or 
offered in connection with the sale of such 
gasoline shall be maintained at any place 
unless there is also painted, printed, or 
written legibly upon such sign in letters 
or figures of a size at least equal to the 
size of any other letters and figures upon 
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such sign the brand name of the gasoline 
so advertised and offered for sale. Any 
condition to any offer or qualifying phrase 
specified in an advertisement upon such a 
sign shall be painted, printed or written 
in letters or figures of a size at least 
equal to the size of any other letters and 
figures upon such sign. Each of the 
digits in any numeral specifying such 
price shall be of the same size. No sign 
shall be maintained at any place by a 
licensee which is deceptive or tends to mis- 
lead or defraud the public in any way. 
Violation of any provision of this section 
shall not only constitute a misdemeanor, 
but shall also constitute ground for the 
revocation of the license issued for such 
gasoline filling station. All such signs 
shall comply with the provisions of all of 
the ordinances of the city of Lansing. The 
sealer of weights and measures is hereby 
empowered to promulgate further rules 
and regulations governing any such signs 
and such rules and regulations when ap- 
proved by the city council shall be in full 
force and effect with like effect as though 
incorporated in this ordinance. 


Sec. 9. As used in this act: 


The term ‘‘vehicle tank’? shall be con- 
strued to mean an assembly used for the 
delivery of liquids, comprising a_ tank, 
which may or may not be subdivided into 
two or more compartments, mounted upon 
a wagon, automobile truck, or trailer to- 
gether with its accessory piping, valves, 
meters, etc. 


The term “compartment” shall be con- 
strued to mean the entire tank whenever 
this is not subdivided; otherwise it shall 
mean any one of these subdivided portions 
of the tank which is designed to hold 
liquid. 


The terms ‘“‘motor fuel’? and “gasoline’’ 
shall each be construed to mean and in- 
clude any liquid advertised, offered for 
sale, sold or delivered for use in generat- 
ing power for the propulsion of motor 
vehicles along and upon the highways of 
this state. 


The term “gasoline filling station’”’ shall 
mean and include any place at which mo- 
tor fuel is sold or offered for sale in the 
city of Lansing. 


The term “person” shall be construed 
to mean and include an individual, co- 
partnership, association and corporation. 


The term “singular’’ shall include the 
plural and each gender shall include each 
of the other genders. 


Sec. 10. Every vehicle tank whether the 
same be equipped with meter or not, shall 
comply with the following requirements: 


(a) Permanence.—A vehicle tank shall 
be so designed and shall be of sufficiently 
substantial construction that it may rea- 
sonably be expected to withstand ordinary

usage without impairment of the accuracy 
of the deliveries made therefrom; the 
shell and bulkheads shall be of such con- 
struction that they will not become dis- 
torted under any condition of liquid lading. 


(b) Venting Means.—Each compartment 
shall be provided with suitable venting 
means to prevent the formation of air 
pockets by permitting the escape of air 
from all parts of the compartment de- 
signed to be filled with liquid and to per- 
mit the influx of air to the compartment 
during the process of delivery. 


(c) Marking——All lettering and figures 
required under this ordinance shall be of 
such size, design, material, and location, 
and shall be so applied or affixed, that 
they will not tend easily to become obliter- 
ated or illegible. 


(d) Fraudulent Construction.—All vehi- 
cle tanks and all devices designed to be 
attached thereto and used in connection 
therewith shall be of such design and con-- 
struction that they do not facilitate the 
perpetration of fraud. 


Sec. 11. Every vehicle tank which is 
not equipped with meter but which is used 
for the purpose of delivery or measuring 
of motor fuel shall comply with the fol- 
lowing requirements: 


(a) Indicators.—An indicator shall be 
provided within the fill opening of each 
compartment; this indicator shall be 
permanently attached to the shell of the 
compartment and shall be located approxi- 
mately midway between the ends of the 
compartment. The indicator shall be so 
designed that it will clearly, distinctly. 
and unmistakeable define the height to 
which the compartment must be filled in 
order to contain its marked capacity. If 
this indicator is adjustable it shall be so 
constructed that it can be sealed in such 
a manner that its position can not be 
changed without destroying or mutilating 
the seal. 


(b) Expansion Space. — The indicator 
shall be so positioned that when a com- 
partment is filled to the indicator there 
will remain an expansion space of not 
less than 0.75 percent of the nominal 
capacity of the compartment. 


(c) Provision for Complete Delivery.— 
The tank and the delivery piping shall be 


so designed and constructed and shall be 


so mounted upon the vehicle that when 
this is standing upon a level surface com- 
plete delivery may be made from any com- 
partment through the delivery faucets or 
valves whether other compartments are 
full or empty. 


(d) Discharge Through Manifold.— 
When two or more compartments  dis- 
‘charge through a manifold, effective and 
automatic means shall be provided to pre- 
vent the passage of liquid from the mani- 
fold into the discharge line from any com- 
partment. 
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(e) Piping.—Vehicle tanks equipped with 
control or emergency valve shall have such 
valves at the lowest point of outlet from 
each compartment and the capacities of 
such compartments shall be construed as 
not including the capacity of the piping 
leading therefrom. 


(f) Marking of Capacity.—Each com- 
partment of a tank shall be plainly and 
conspicuously marked with a designating 
letter or figure and each delivery faucet 
or valve shall be correspondingly marked 
to indicate the compartment of which it is 
the outlet. In addition, the tank shall be 
plainly and conspicuously marked to show 
the capacity, to the nearest half gallon, 
of each compartment and such marking 
shall indicate that the capacities given are 
measured to the indicators provided. This 
letter marking shall be placed adjacent to 
the faucets or valves. 


Sec. 12. Every vehicle tank which is 
equipped with meter shall comply with 
the following requirements: 


(a) Meter Requirements.—Meters install- 
ed on vehicle tanks shall conform to all 
applicable requirements of the _ specifica- 
tions for liquid-measuring devices of the 
wholesale type except in so far as these 
may be modified by the requirements of 
this section. 


(b) Location. of Meter.—The meter shall 
be so positioned that the indications may 
be easily and accurately read. 


(c) Discharge Lines.—If the unit be 
designed for discharge by gravity, the 


discharge line shall be as short as prac- | 


ticable and there shall be no shut-off valve 
at its discharge end. If the unit be de- 
signed for discharge by means of a pump, 
the discharge line shall be of the wet-hose 
type with a shut-off valve at its discharge 
end, and immediately adjacent to this dis- 
charge valve there shall be installed a 
springloaded check valve so adjusted that 
drainage of the discharge line will auto- 
matically be prevented. When two or 
more compartments discharge through a 
manifold and the discharge lines are 
equipped with independently-operable dis- 
charge valves, the construction shall be 
such that deliveries shall be accurate 
whether or not more than one of the 
valves are partially or wholly open. 


(d) Diversion of Measured Liquid.—No 
means shall be provided by which any 
measured liquid can be diverted from the 
measuring chamber of the meter or the 
discharge line therefrom. 


‘(e) Air Elimination.—Adequate  provi- 
sion shall be made for preventing the pas- 
sage of air through the meter. In a 
gravity-discharge unit, if a mechanical] air 
eliminator or other means to prevent in- 
accuracies of measure due to air or vapor 
in the liquid be not provided, provision 
shall be made for preventing a vortex at 
the point of discharge from the compart- 
ment whereby air might be drawn into 
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the line leading to the meter, and the 
meter shall be so mounted and the pip- 
ing so arranged that the meter will not 
be drained of liquid during normal opera- 
tion and that air will not be trapped in the 
meter inlet line when a compartment is 
filled. In a pump-discharge unit, a me- 
chanical air eliminator or other means 
shall be provided adjacent to the meter 
inlet. This air eliminator or other means 
shall be considered effective if the provi- 
sions of subsection f of this section are 
complied with. 


{f) Constancy of Delivery.—The amounts 
delivered shall not vary from the stand- 
ard by more than the tolerances herein- 
after provided, (1) during continuous or 
intermittent discharge of liquid; (2) at all 
speeds of pump operation; and (3) when 
the meter is operated at the maximum 
rate permitted by the installation, when 


operated at the rate represented or be- - 


lieved to be normal for the installation, 
and when operated at a rate approximately 
one-half the normal rate, or at a rate of 
approximately 20 gallons per minute, 
whichever is less. 


Sec. 13. In testing every vehicle tank 
not equipped with meter the tolerances to 
be allowed in excess of deficiency on all 
vehicle tank compartments which are be- 
ing tested by the weights and measures 
official for the first time to verify the ac- 
curacy of a capacity marked by a manu- 
facturer or user, shall be the values shown 
in the column headed “on first test’’ in 
the following table. The tolerances to be

Sec. 14. In testing tanks equipped with 
meters, the tolerances to be allowed in ex- 
cess or deficiency on meters installed on 
vehicle tanks shall be the same as those 
specified for liqiud-measuring devices of 
the wholesale type, that is, 1 cubic inch per 
indicated gallon of delivery for meters in 
use, and one-half of these values for new 
or reconditioned meters. 


Sec. 15. No vehicle tank shall be used 
for the purpose of delivery of either motor 
fuel or fuel oil either to retailers or to 
consumers in the city of Lansing unless 
the owner thereof is the holder of an un- 
expired and unrevoked license or a tem- 
porary permit issued therefor in accord- 
ance with the terms of this ordinance. Ap- 
plication for such license shall be filed 
with the city clerk upon a form to be pre- 
scribed by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures and there shall accompany each ap- 
plication the fee therefor. The fee for the 
first license issued for any vehicle tank 
having gallonage of not to exceed 1100 
gallons shall be $5.00 and for each vehi- 
cle tank having a gallonage in excess of 
1100 gallons shall be $10.00. The fee for 
each subsequent license issued for all vehi- 
ele tanks shall be $2.00. No such license 
shall be issued until the application there- 
for has been approved by the sealer of 
weights and measures. The applicant shall 
cause such vehicle tank to be produced at 
such place as may be designated by the 
sealer of weights and measures and ade- 
quate opportunity afforded him for testing 
the same in the manner herein provided 
prior to the issuance of such license and ut 
such other times as he may indicate. In 
the event that such vehicle tank is in any 
way damaged or involved in any accident, 
the same shall not be used for further 
measuring or delivery of motor fuel or 
fuel oil until same has again been inspect- 
ed and approved by the sealer of weights 
and measures. [In the event that any 
vehicle tank for which a license is issued 
hereunder and remains unexpired and un- 
revoked cannot be operated for any reason 
the sealer of weights and measures may 
issue without fee therefor a permit author- 
izing the use and operation of another 
vehicle tank which complies with the 
qualifications and requirements of _ this 


. ordinance for a period of not to exceed ten 


days. Every license so issued shall auto- 
matically expire on the _ thirtieth day 
of April next following. Any such license 
may be revoked by the city council for 
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violation of any provision of this ordi- 
nance by the owner of such vehicle tank 
or by his employees following a hearing 
at which the person, firm or corporation 
to whom such license was issued _ shall 
have a reasonable opportunity to be heard 
and of which notice shall be given by the 
city clerk. In case of revocation of any 
such license the same shall not be renewed 
or any license issued upon such vehicle 
tank without -the consent of the city coun- 
ceil. The license issued shall be carried in 
the vehicle at all times while it remains 
in force and shall be displayed to any per- 
son for exmaination upon request. At the 
time of issuing each license the city clerk 
shall also issue to the holder thereof a 
suitable plate in form as prescribed by 
the sealer of weights and measures for 
fastening upon said vehicle tank which 
shall be displayed thereon during the time 
said license remains unexpired and  un- 
revoked. No such plate shall be affixed to 
or displayed upon a vehicle tank, the 
owner of which is not then the holder of 
an unexpired and unrevoked license cover- 
ing such tank. In the event of the vio- 
lation of this provision both the owner 
and operator of such unlicensed’ vehicle 
tank shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
of this ordinance. 


Sec. 16. No motor fuel shall be deliver- 
ed to retailers between the hours from 
eight o’clock P. M. to six o’clock A. M. 
except in emergency cases as specified by 
the sealer of weights and measures in 
rules to be promulgated by him for that 
purpose. 


Sec. 17. Any person who violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and subject to imprison- 
ment in the city jail for a period of not 
to exceed ninety (90) days or be fined not 
to exceed $100.00 or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. 


Sec. 18. An ordinance of the city of 
Lansing entitled: ‘‘An ordinance to regu- 
late the sale of motor fuel in the city of 
Lansing to provide for the inspection of 
the same and for the inspection of meas- 
ures from which same is sold,’ and adopt- 
ed July 7, 1926, is hereby repealed.

To the Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: 


I feel that I should direct your atten- 
tion and particular consideration to one 
provision of the proposed ordinance regu- 
lating the sale of motor fuel. Section 3 
thereof provides that ‘“‘there shall be con- 
ducted under the direction and supervision 
of the sealer of weights and measures a 
survey of the costs of the retailing of 
petroleum products in the City of Lansing, 
pursuant to the provisions of Act 282 of 
1937, the cost of which shall be defrayed 
from the general funds of the city.’ 


The statute referred to prohibits any 
person under a penalty of a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars or im- 
prisonment for not more than one year or 
both, from engaging in the sale or dis- 
tribution of petroleum products at less 
than the cost thereof. The statute further 
provides that where a particular trade or 
industry has an established cost survey 
for a particular locality such cost survey 
shall be deemed competent evidence to be 
used in proving the cost to such person. 


This particular statute has as its spe- 
cial aim, the intent to prevent the sale of 
bakery products and petroleum products at 
less than cost and to that extent is a price 
fixing measure of doubtful constitutional- 
ity. One section of the statute forbidding 
the giving away of any commodity for 
the purpose of promoting the sale of gaso- 
line, etc., has already been held invalid 
by the Michigan Supreme Court. The 
proposed ordinance is tied in with the state 
law in the following respects. The ordi- 
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nance provides for the making of a cost 
survey. When this is made the. statute 
takes hold of the situation and provides a 
heavy penalty for any seller of petroleum 
products who shall sell the same at less 
than the cost thereof and the cost survey 
would be competent evidence against him 
on the question of such cost. 


The ordinance does not indicate the per- 
sons who shall make the proposed cost sur- 
vey. It is to be made at the expense of 
the city ‘‘under the supervision of the 
sealer of weights and measures.’’ Pre- 
sumably it would be made by certain se- 
lected operators of gasoline filling stations. 


The figure they arrive at would by the .- 


operation of the statute almost conclu- 
sively be considered as the net cost of re- 
tailing gasoline in Lansing. As a prac- 
tical matter therefore, these few dealers 
would be able to set the minimum retail 
price of gasoline and other’ petroleum 
products in this vicinity. 


It is obvious that the public interest is 
greatly concerned. I do not undertake 
to pass upon the desirability of this fea- 
ture of the proposed ordinance from the 
standpoint of policy but merely consider 
it my duty to make sure that the situa- 
tion is fully understood by the council 
from a lega] standpoint. It may well be, 
of course, that the selling of gasoline at 
a low cost creates a bad situation in the 
petroleum industry and is not in the public 
interest. It is obvious to me, however, 
that a certain figure selected by certain 
vendors of gasoline and intended to repre- 
sent the net cost of doing business in this 
vicinity might be high enough to put out 
of business certain small independent deal- 
ers who are willing to operate on a nar- 
rower margin of profit. In other words. 
the actual cost of doing business as con- 
templated by the ordinance and_ the 
statute might be a somewhat = smaller 
figure than that arrived at if a survey is 
to be made by some of the dealers them- 
selves.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That no person, shall con- 
struct, establish or maintain a _ gasoline 
filling station in the city of Lansing un- 
less he is the holder of a license issued 
therefor as herein provided, that has not 
been revoked. 


Sec. 2. Application for such license 
shall be made upon a form prescribed 
by the sealer of weights and measures and 
filed with the city clerk and there shall 
accompany each application the fee there- 
for. There shall be stated upon such ap- 
plication the location of the filling station 
and the number and capacity of the tanks 
and gasoline dispensing units located or 
maintained in connection therewith. Each 
gasoline filling station and all signs main- 
tained in connection therewith or advertis-

sions of all other ordinances of the city of 
Lansing. The sealer of weights and meas- 
ures shall investigate and determine 
whether or not the provisions of such ordi- 
nances are complied with, and if so, en- 
dorse upon such application his approval 
of the issuance of such _ license. No 
license shall be issued until the approval 
of the sealer of weights and measures has 
been endorsed upon such application. ' 


Sec. 3. The fee for such license shall 
be four dollars unless there is located or 
maintained at such filling station more 
than two gasoline dispensing units in 
which case the fee shall be an amount 
equal to two dollars for each dispensing 
unit located or maintained in connection 
therewith. Every license so issued shall 
automatically expire on the thirtieth day 
of April, next following. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to sell or offer for 
sale any motor fuel as herein defined un- 
less license therefor is issued as herein 
provided and is umnrevoked. Any = such 
license may be revoked by the city council 
for violation of any provisions of this ordi- 
nance or any other ordinance of the city 
of Lansing pertaining to gasoline filling 
stations or signs maintained at or in con- 
nection therewith or advertising gasoline 
sold or offered for sale at such station fol- 
lowing hearing before the council, at 
which the holder thereof shall have a rea- 
sonable opportunity to be heard, notice of 
which shall be given to the holder by the 
city clerk. In case of the revocation of 
any license the same shall not be renewed 
or a new license issued to the holder 
thereof without the consent of the city 
council. ' The license issued shall be con- 
spicuously displayed in such gasoline fill- 
ing station during the time it remains in 
force. Upon the taking effect of this ardi- 
nance there shall be conducted under the 
direction and the supervision of the sealer 
of weights and measures a survey of the 
cost of the retailing of petroleum products 
in the city of Lansing, pursuant to the 
provisions of and as referred to in Act 
282 of the Public Acts of the state of 
Michigan of 1937, the cost of which shall 
be defrayed from the general fund of the 
city. Subsequent cost surveys pursuant to 
said act or any similar act shall be con- 
ducted under the direction and supervision 
of the sealer of weights and measures 
whenever petitions signed by not less than 
fifteen per cent of the operators of gaso- 
line ‘filling stations then licensed under 
this act, is filed with the city council, but 
at least one year shall intervene between 
any two such cost surveys. 


Sec. 4. It shall be a violation of this 
ordinance to allow such an accumulation 
of water or sludge in the bottom of sta- 
tion tanks in which inflammable ‘liquids 
are stored for sale either at wholesale oy 
retail to the extent that such liquids when 
drawn by the pump or other device shall 
be contaminated by such water or sludge. 


Sec. 5. No person shall deliver any 
gasoline directly into the tank of any au- 
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tomobile within the city of Lansing while 
the engine of such automobile is running. 


Sec. 6. Every liquid measuring device, 
commonly termed, pump, used in the sale 
of gasoline or motor fuel shall be  con- 
structed and located in such a manner as 
to indicate accurately and plainly to the 
purchaser from any position he may rea- 
sonably be expected to assume, the true 
amount of gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The facilities or means of 
so indicating and the position thereof shall 
be satisfactory to the sealer of weights and 
measures. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every per- 
son in charge of a pump used for the pur- 
pose of measuring gasoline for sale as a 
motor fuel, to test said pump or pumps 
each day before any sale is made by 
means of a sealed container, to be ap- 
proved by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures. It shall be the duty of the sealer 
of weights and measures to inspect each 
gasoline dispensing unit located in the city 
of Lansing, and test the accuracy thereof 
as to measuring and in the event’ the 
same is found to be accurate he shall issue 
to the owner or person in charge thereof, 
a certificate to that effect, which shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place upon or in 
the proximity of such unit until the next 
inspection is made. No person shall sell 
or offer for sale any gasoline and deliver 
the same through any gasoline dispensing 
unit which is not accurate as to measuring 
nor unless certificate to that effect was 
issued by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures at the time of his last inspection. 


Sec. 8. There shall be installed upon 
each pump or other gasoline dispensing 
device a sign of a size not to exceed 8 
inches by 10 inches upon which shall be 
specified the price of the gasoline then 
being sold or offered for sale and dispensed 
therefrom. No other sign advertising such 
gasoline sold or offered for sale at any 
gasoline filling station licensed hereunder 
and specifying the price thereof or relat- 
ing to such price or to any discount, re- 
bate, bonys, prize, or premium given, or 
‘offered in connection with the sale of such 
gasoline shall be maintained at any place 
unless there is also painted, printed, or 
written legibly upon such sign in letters 
or figures of a size at least equal to the 
size of any other letters and figures upon 
such sign the brand name of the gasoline 
so advertised and offered for sale. Any 
condition to any offer or qualifying phrase 
specified in an advertisement upon such a 
sign shall be painted, printed or writteu 
in letters or figures of a size at least 
equal to the size of any other letters and 
figures upon such sign. Each of the 
digits in any numeral specifying such 
price shall be of the same size. No sign 
shall be maintained at any place by a 
licensee which is deceptive or tends to mis- 
lead or defraud the public in any way. 
Violation of any provision of this section 
shall not only constitute a misdemeanor, 
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but shall also constitute ground for the 
revocation of the license issued for such 
gasoline filling station. All such signs 
shall comply with the provisions of all of 
the ordinances of the city of Lansing. The 
sealer of weights and measures is hereby 
empowered to promulgate further’ rules 
and regulations governing any such signs 
and such rules and regulations when ap- 
proved by the city council shall be in full 
force and effect with like effect as though 
incorporated in this ordinance. 


Sec. 9. As used in this act: 

The term “vehicle tank” shall be con- 
strued to mean an assembly used for the 
delivery of liquids, comprising a _ tank, 
which may or may not be subdivided into 
two or more compartments, mounted upon 
a wagon, automobile truck, or trailer to- 
gether with its accessory piping, valves, 
meters, etc. 


The term ‘“‘compartment’”’ shall be con- 
strued to mean the entire tank whenever 
this is not subdivided; otherwise it shall 
mean any one of these subdivided portions 
of the tank which is designed to hold 
liquid. 


The terms “motor fuel’ and ‘‘gasoline’’ 
shall each be construed to mean and in- 
clude any liquid advertised, offered for 
sale, sold or delivered for use in generat- 
ing power for the propulsion of motor 
vehicles along and upon the highways of 
this state. 


The term “gasoline filling station” shall 
mean and include any place at which mo- 
tor fuel is sold or offered for sale in the 
city of Lansing. 


The term ‘“‘person’’ shall be construed 
to mean and include an individual, co- 
partnership, association and corporation. 


The term “singular” shall include the 
plural and each gender shall include each 
of the other genders. 


Sec. 10. 
same be equipped with meter or not, shall 
comply with the following requirements: 


(a) Permanence.—A vehicle tank shall. 
be so designed and shall be of sufficiently 
substantial construction that it may rea- 
sonably be expected to withstand ordinary 
usage without impairment of the accuracy 
of the deliveries made therefrom; the 
shell and bulkheads shall be of such con- 
struction that they will not become dis- 
torted under any condition of liquid lading. 


(b) Venting Means.—Each compartment 
shall be provided with suitable venting 
means to prevent the formation of air 
pockets by permitting the escape of air 
from all parts of the compartment de- 
signed to be filled with liquid and to per- 
mit the influx of air to the compartment 
during the process of delivery.

(c) Marking—All lettering and figures 
required under this ordinance shall be of 
such size, design, material, and location, 
and shall be so applied or affixed, that 
they will not tend easily to become obliter- 
ated or illegible. 


(d) Fraudulent Construction.—-All vehi- 
cle tanks and all devices designed to be 
attached thereto and used in connection 
therewith shall be of such design and con- 
struction that they do not facilitate the 
perpetration of fraud. 


Sec. 11. Every vehicle tank which is 
not equipped with meter but which is used 
for the purpose of delivery or measuring 
of motor fuel shall comply with the fol- 
lowing requirements: 


(a) Indicators.—An indicator shall be 
provided within the fill opening of each 
compartment; this indicator shall be 
permanently attached to the shell of the 
compartment and shall be located approxi- 
mately midway between the ends of the 
compartment. The indicator shall be so 
designed that it will clearly, distinctly, 
and unmistakeable define the height to 
which the compartment must be filled in 
order to contain its marked capacity. If 
this indicator is adjustable it shall be so 
constructed that it can be sealed in such 
a manner that its position can not be 
changed without destroying or mutilating 
the seal. 


(b) Expansion Space. — The indicator 
shall be so positioned that when a com- 
partment is filled to the indicator there 
will remain an expansion space of not 
less than 0.75 per cent of the nominal 
capacity of the compartment. 


(c) Provision for Complete Delivery.— 
The tank and the delivery piping shall be 
so designed and constructed and shall be 
so mounted upon the vehicle that when 
this is standing upon a level surface com- 
plete delivery may be made from any com- 
partment through the delivery faucets or 
valves whether other compartments are 
full or empty. 


(d) Discharge Through Manifold.—- 
When two or more compartments dis- 
charge through a manifold, effective and 
automatic means shall be provided to pre- 
vent the passage of liquid from the mani- 
fold into the discharge line from any com- 
partment. 


(e) Piping.—Vehicle tanks equipped with 
contrel or emergency valve shall have such 
valves at the lowest point of outlet from 
each compartment and the capacities of 
such compartments shall be construed as 
not including the capacity of the piping 
leading therefrom. 


(f) Marking of Capacity.—Each com- 
partment of a tank shall be plainly and 
conspicuously marked with a designating 
letter or figure and each delivery faucet 
or valve shall be correspondingly marked 
to indicate the compartment of which it is 
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the outlet. In addition, the tank shall be 
plainly and conspicuously marked to show 
the capacity, to the nearest half gallon, 
of each compartment and such marking 
shall indicate that the capacities given are 
measured to the indicators provided. This 
latter marking shall be placed adjacent to 
the faucets or valves. 


Sec. 12. Every vehicle tank which is 
equipped with meter shall comply with 
the following requirements: 


(a) Meter Requirements.—Meters install- 
ed on vehicle tanks shall conform to all 
applicable requirements of the _ specifica- 
tions for liquid-measuring devices of the 
wholesale type except in so far as these 
may be modified by the requirements of 
this section. 


(b) Location of Meter.—The meter shall 
be so positioned that the indications may 
be easily and accurately read. 


(c) Discharge Lines.—If the unit be 
designed for discharge by gravity, the 
discharge line shall be as short as prac- 
ticable and there shall be no shut-off valve 
at its discharge end. If the unit be de- 
signed for discharge by means of a pump, 
the discharge line shall be of the wet-hose 
type with a shut-off valve at its discharge 
end, and immediately adjacent to this dis- 
charge valve there shall be installed a 
springloaded check valve so adjusted that 
drainage of the discharge line will auto- 
matically be prevented. When two or 
more compartments discharge through a 
manifold and the discharge lines are 
equipped with independently-operable dis- 
charge valves, the construction shall be 
such that deliveries shall be accurate 
whether or not more than one of the 
valves are partially or wholly open. 


(d) Diversion of Measured Liquid.—No 
means shall be provided by which any 
measured liquid can be diverted from the 
measuring chamber of the meter or the 
discharge line therefrom. 


(e) Air Elimination.—Adequate provi- 
sion shall be made for preventing the pas- 
sage of air through the meter. In a 
gravity-discharge unit, if a mechanical air 
eliminator or other means to prevent in- 
accuracies of measure due to air or vapor 
in the liquid be not provided, provision 
shall be made for preventing a vortex at 
the point of discharge from the compart- 
ment whereby air might be drawn _ into 
the line leading to the meter, and _ the 
meter shall be so mounted and the pip- 
ing so arranged that the meter will not 
be drained of liquid during normal opera- 
tion and that air will not be trapped in the 
meter inlet line when a compartment is 
filled. In a pump-discharge unit, a me- 
chanical air eliminator or other means 
shall be provided adjacent to the meter 
inlet. This air eliminator or other means 
shall be considered effective if the provi- 
sions of subsection f of this section are 
complied with. 
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(f) Constaney of Delivery.—The amounts 
delivered shall not vary from the stand- 
ard’ by more than the tolerances herein- 
after provided, (1) during continuous or 
intermittent discharge of liquid; (2) at all 
speeds of pump operation; and (3) when 
the meter is operated at the maximum 
rate permitted by the installation, when 
operated at the rate represented or  be- 
lieved to be normal for the installation, 
and when operated at a rate approximately 
one-half the normal rate, or at a rate of 
approximately 20 gallons per minute, 
whichever is less. 


Sec. 138. In testing every vehicle tank 
not equipped with meter the tolerances to 
be allowed in excess or deficiency on all 
vehicle tank compartments which are be- 
ing tested by the weights and measures 
official for the first time to verify the ac- 
curacy of a capacity marked by a manu- 
facturer or user, shall be the values shown 
in the column headed ‘‘on, first test’? in 
the following table. The tolerances to be 
allowed in excess or deficiency on all sub- 
sequent tests made by the official, to 
verify the accuracy of a marked capacity, 
shall be the values shown in the column 
headed “On subsequent test’. These tol- 
erances are to be applied to the differences 
between the actual result of the calibra- 
tion and the marked capacity of the com- 
partment. Whenever the result of a cali- 
bration indicates: that the marked capac- 
ity of a compartment is not correct within 
the tolerance to be applied, if the capacity 
of the compartment is adjustable, then the 
marking shall be changed in accordance 
with the provisions of subsection f of sec- 
tion 11, or the result of the _ calibration 
shal] be taken as the basis of an adjust- 


ment. and the adjustment shall be 
so made that the capacity of the 
compartment agrees as nearly as may 
be with such marked capacity; if 


the capacity of the compartment cannot 
be adjusted to agree with the marked 
capacity, then the marking’ shall _ be 
changed in accordance with the provisions 
of subsection f of section 11.

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Sec. 14. In testing tanks equipped with 
meters, the tolerances to be allowed in ex- 
cess or deficiency on meters installed on 
vehicle tanks shal! be the same as those 
specified for liquid-measuring devices of 
the wholesale type, that is, 1 cubic inch per 
indicated gallon of delivery for meters in 
use, and one-half of these values for new 
or reconditioned meters. 


Sec. 15. No vehicle tank shall be used 
for the purpose of delivery of either motor 
fuel or fuel oil either to retailers or to 
consumers in the city of Lansing unless 
the owner thereof is the holder of an un- 
expired and unrevoked license or a tem- 
porary permit issued therefor in accord- 
ance with the terms of this ordinance. Ap- 
plication for such license shall be filed 
with the city clerk upon a form to be pre- 
scribed by the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures and there shall accompany each ap- 
plication the fee therefor. The fee for the 
first license issued for any vehicle tank 
having gallonage of not to exceed 1100 
gallons shall be $5.00 and for each vehi- 
cle tank having a gallonage in excess of 
1100 gallons shall be $10.00. The fee for 
each subsequent license issued for all vehi- 
cle tanks shall be $2.00. No such license 
shal] be issued until the application there- 
for has been approved by the sealer of 
weights and measures. The applicant shall 
cause such vehicle tank to be produced at 
such place as may be designated by the 
sealer of weights and measures and ade- 
quate opportunity afforded him for testing 
the same in the manner herein provided 
prior to the issuance of such license and ut 
such other times as he may indicate. In 
the event that such vehicle tank is in any 
way damaged or involved in any accident, 
the same shall not be used for further 
measuring or delivery of motor fuel or 
fuel oil until same has again been inspect- 
ed and approved by the sealer of weights 
and measures. In the event that any 
vehicle tank for which a license is issued 
hereunder and remains unexpired and un- 
revoked cannot be operated for any reason 
the sealer of weights and measures may 
issue without fee therefor a permit author- 
izing the use and operation of another 
vehicle tank which complies with the 
qualifications and requirements of this 
ordinance for a period of not to exceed ten 
days. Every license so issued shall auto- 
matically expire on the _ thirtieth day 
of April next following. Any such license 
may be revoked by the city council for 
violation of any provision of this ordi- 
nance by the owner of such vehicle tank 
or by his employees following a hearing 
at which the person, firm or corporation 
to whom such license was issued shall 
have a reasonable opportunity to be heard 
and of which notice shall be given by the 
city clerk. In case of revocation of any 
such license the same shall not be renewed 
or any license issued upon such vehicle 
tank without the consent of the city coun- 
cil. The license issued shal] be carried in 
the vehicle at all times while it remains 
in force and shall be displayed to any per- 
son for examination upon request. At the 
time of issuing each license the city clerk 
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shall also issue to the holder thereof a 
suitable plate in form as prescribed by 
the sealer of weights and measures for 
fastening upon said vehicle tank which 
shall be displayed thereon during the time 
said license remains unexpired and un- 
revoked. No such plate shall be affixed to 
or displayed upon a vehicle tank, the 
owner of which is not then the holder of 
an -unexpired and unrevoked license cover- 
ing such tank. In the event of the vio- 
lation of this provision both the owner 
and operator of such unlicensed vehicle 
tank shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
of this ordinance. 


Sec. 16. No motor fuel shall be deliver- 
ed to retailers between the hours from 
eight o’clock P. M. to six o’clock A. M. 
except in emergency cases as’ specified by 
the sealer of weights and measures in 
rules to be promulgated by him for that 
purpose. 


Sec. 17. Any person who violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and subject to imprison- 
ment in the city jail for a period of not 
to exceed ninety (90) days or be fined not 
to exceed $100.00 or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. 


Sec. 18. All ordinances of the city of 
Lansing in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Sec. 19. Should any section or provision 
of this ordinance be held invalid as being 
unconstitutional such holding shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining por- 
tions of the ordinance, the council hereby 
declaring that it would nevertheless have 
passed such remaining portions.

It is 
my opinion that. the granting of such a 
request would establish a precedent in 
the down-town business district and would 
simply let down the bars for many similar 
requests. While I appreciate the fact 
that the Salvation Army operates on a 
somewhat different basis than the ordinary 
business firm I am still of the opinion that 
if we granted this permit to them we 
would have to grant any other permits 
which might be received from _ business 
concerns in the down-town area.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Larkin introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


. An Ordinance to amend Section 8 of. an 
Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance to regu- 
late, control and license the sale, storage, 
delivery and distribution of food within 
the city of Lansing and to provide for 
the inspection of restaurants, lunch stands, 
cafes, dining rooms, ice cream parlors, 
public or private markets, stalls, shops, 
stores, storehouses, cold storage plants, 
carts, wagons, where fish, oysters, birds, 
fowl, vegetables, fruits, milk, ices, bevyer- 
ages, or any other provision intended for 
consumption by human beings is manu- 
factured, held, kept, stored, or offered for 
sale, disposition, or other distribution as 
food for human beings.”’ 


Sec. 8. That it shall be unlawful to 
sell, expose for sale, to dispose of, or 
deliver any sugar, honey, pickles, olives, 
sauerkraut, jelly, peanut butter, apple 
sauce, lard, or any like products, intended 
for human consumption, unless the recep- 
tacles in which such product is contained 
shall be kept covered, and it shall be un- 
lawful to sell or expose for sale or to 
dispose of any berries, grapes, lettuce, 
celery, or other vegetables, which vege- 
tables are intended to be eaten raw, unless 
the same while so exposed be protected 
from contamination from flies and dust. 
It shall be unlawful to expose or dispose 
for sale any fruits, vegetables or other 
food products intended for human _ con- 
sumption upon any box, table, shelf or 
other structure on any street, sidewalk, 
alley or public place, except in such places 
as have been or may be hereafter be 
designated as public markets, and except 
in wagons or other vehicles from which 
foodstuffs are peddled by licensed peddlers, 
where license is required: Provided, how- 
ever, That all foods so peddled shall be 
earefully covered with clean and sanitary 
covering and shall be protected from flies 
and dust. 


Provided further that it shall be un- 
lawful to sell, offer or expose for sale by 
peddling or vending from house to house, 
or on any street, alley, park or public 
place in the city of Lansing any meat or 
meat products of any kind, fresh, cured 
or smoked fish, pop corn, ice cream or 
other frozen foods.

stances in the City of Lansing, Michigan ; 
Providing for Condemnation and Stoppage 
of the use thereof, and Wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Building 
Commissioner, Assistant Building Commis- 
sioner, and City Electrician, and Providing 
for the Office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former Ordinances conflict- 
ing therewith.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 31.07 of the ordinance 
entitled “An Ordinance regulating all 
matters concerning or pertaining to the 
Construction, Alteration, Repairs or Addi- 
tions to, Remodeling, Use Maintenance or 
Occupancy of Buildings or their Parts or 
Contents and Structures of Every Nature 
including the Storage and use of Inflam- 
mable Liquids and other readily Combusti- 
ble or Explosive Substances in the City 
of Lansing, Michigan; Providing for 
Condemnation and Stoppage of the use 
thereof, and Wrecking of the same. 
Creating the Offices of Building Commis- 
sioner, Assistant Building Commissioner, 
and City Electrician, and Providing for 
the Office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former Ordinances conflict- 
ing therewith,” is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 31.07. AWNINGS OR MAR- 
QUISES: Fixed awnings or marquises con- 
structed entirely of incombustible material 
when erected over the entrance of a build- 
ing may project into streets only when 
not less than eight (8) feet six (6) inches 
above the sidewalk level. Such awnings 
or marquises shall not project more than 
the width of the sidewalk and not more 
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than ten (10) feet and shall not be more 
than twenty (20) feet long. Such mar- 
quises shall provide for draining to sewer 
and gutter by means other than upon or 
across a public sidewalk. Provided, that 
the City Council may by resolution grant 
a permit for the construction of a mar- 
quise of more than twenty (20) feet in 
length under such terms, regulations and 
conditions as may be prescribed by such 
council, when the request therefor is 
accompanied by plans and specifications of 
-such proposed marquise approved by the 
City Building Commission as to its safe 
construction. Such marquises shall be sup- 
ported entirely on the building on which 
they are erected and there shall be no 
posts, brackets, or other obstacles located 
on public property less than eight (8) feet 
six (6) inches above the sidewalk level. 


“If such fixed awning or marquise shall 
carry any sign, words, or advertising 
aevice thereon, the size and character of 
the sign, except as to height above the 
street, shall be as required for projecting 
signs in Article 27.” 


Movable awning of cloth supported on 
metal frames may project into streets 
when lowered for use. No such awning 
shall project into any street more than 
six (6) feet and the lowest part of such 
awning which projects into the street when 
in use shall be at least seven (7) feet and 
six (6) inches above the level of the 
sidewalk. Such awnings shall not be 
limited in length.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 


July 24, 1939. 
To the Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen : 


On July 19th the Department of Labor 
and Industry: handed down a decision in 
the matter of Michael Furino, plaintiff, vs. 
City of Lansing, Michigan, holding that 


. 
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the City of Lansing should pay compen- 
sation to Mr. Furino during the period of 
his disability at the rate of $18.00 per week 
from September 13, 1938, until a further 
order of the commission. 


For your information Furino was an em- 
ployee of the Department of Public Works. 
It was a habit to report for work in the 
morning at the city shed. From the city 
shed he and other employees would be 
taken to the scene of the day’s labor in 
city trucks and sometimes would be 
brought back to the city shed at noon 
with other employees for the purpose of 
eating their lunch. Sometimes transporta- 
tion to the city shed at noon would be in 
city trucks and sometimes in the foreman’s 
private automobile. On September 28, 
last, Furino was riding back to the shed 
for such purpose at or near noon, in an 
automobile belonging to and being driven 
by his foreman. The automobile became 
involved in a street accident and Furino 
was injured, for which injuries he made 
a claim for compensation. 


The decision of the board is based large- 
ly upon a recent case: arising in Jackson, 
Konopka vs. Jackson County Road Com- 
mission, 270 Mich. 174. It is my impres- 
sion that while the Konopka case _ goes 
further than the Michigan Supreme Court 
had heretofore done along the line of im- 
posing liability upon an employer for in- 
juries received by an employee while go- 
ing to and from work, still the Konopka 
case falls somewhat short of the circum- 
stances obtaining in the present matter. 


It is my feeling, however, that I should 
not file a claim of appeal from the de 
cision of the Department of Labor and 
Industry without authorization from the 
council, and I would therefore suggest that 
the matter be referred to the Committee on 
City Affairs for consideration.

The City Attorney, to whom was. re- 
ferred a communication from Fred L. 
Warner relative to a claim submitted by 
the Board of Education relative to schoo 
tax monies collected by the City Treasure) 
and deposited in the Capital National Bant 
before the “bank Holiday,’’ begs leave t 
advise as follows: 


The City Treasurer, as required by 
statute, had collected certain amounts o: 
school taxes which had been deposited b: 
the treasurer in the Capital Nationa 
Bank. From time to time the Board o 
Education would request some of its mone: 
so deposited. There was no way for th 
city treasurer to divest himself of the cus 
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tody of such money except when he should 
be drawn upon by the school board. Con- 
sequently, at the time of the bank holi- 
day the city treasurer had -on deposit in 
the Capital National Bank under his offi- 
cial title various sums of money, a part 
of which belonged to and was duly allo- 
cated to the Board of Education. on the 
City Treasurer’s books. 


When dividends have been paid by the 
receiver of the Capital National Bank 
from time to time the Board of Education 
has received its proportionate share based 
on the proportion of school tax money on 
deposit at the time of the bank’s closing 
and the total amount on deposit under the 
name of the City Treasurer. 


The claim was duly considered at a 
meeting of the Committees on Ways and 
Means and on City Affairs, at which the 
City Attorney was present. It was, I be- 
lieve, the opinion of the members of the 
committees, and it is likewise my opin- 
ion, that the claim is not justified and 
should not be allowed.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


As a citizen and taxpayer of the City 
of Lansing I appreciate the reduction of 
the tax rate for this year and the eco- 
nomical handling of the city affairs by 
you and the City Council during the past 
year. 


I know that pressure is brought on you 
and the City Council from time to time 
by various individuals and various groups 
to get the city to obligate itself for the 
purpose of providing money for improve- 
ments and expansions and that many of 
these demands are for worthy objects; 
however, I do not feel that our city has 
suffered seriously because of the refusal 
on the part of the Mayor and the City 
Council to aid in these many requests. 


I am satisfied that if the officials of the 
City will continue on practically a ‘“‘pay 
as you go” basis we will find that in the 
course of the next five or ten years we will 
be able to have more modern improvements 
and conveniences than we could have if 
we went in debt for them in advance. 


There are, of course, certain things that 
a City is justified in incurring a debt to 
obtain but the idea of going into debt to 
obtain things which the city can get along 
without for at least a time, in my judg- 
ment is not a good practice. 


When we note the benefit that a city of 
good credit gets in the market when it has 
to borrow money and when we realize the 
large amount of interest which some of 
our neighboring cities have to pay on their 
indebtedness and the tremendous struggle 
the officers have to get sufficient funds to 
at times take care of the absolute neces- 
sities, it seems to me that every citizen 
of Lansing should be very appreciative of 
the financial condition of our city.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


ORDINANCES 


An Ordinance to amend Sections 11, 33, 
35, 36, 39 and 48 (b) of an ordinance en- 
titled “An ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets of the City of 
Lansing and repealing Ordinance 167 and 
all other ordinances in conflict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 11, 33, 35, 36, 39 and 
48 (b) of an ordinance entitled “An ordi- 
nance regualting traffic upon the public 
streets of the City of Lansing and repeal- 
ing Ordinance 167 and all other ordinances 
and sections of ordinances in conflict here- 
with,’’ are hereby amended to read as 
follows. : 


Traffic Control Signal Legend 


Section 11. Whenever traffic is con- 
trolled by traffic control signals exhibiting 
the words “go,” “caution,” or “stop,” or 
exhibiting different colored lights  suc- 
cessively, one at a time, or with arrows, 
the following colors only shall be used 
and said terms and lights shall indicate 
and apply to drivers of vehicles and pedes- 
trians as follows; except as provided in 
Section 18: 


(a) Green alone or “Go.” Vehicular 
traffic facing the signal, may proceed 
straight through or turn right or left 
unless a sign at such place _ prohibits 
either such turn: Provided, That vehicular 
traffic shall yield the right-of-way to other 
vehicles and to pedestrians lawfully with- 
in the intersection at the time such signal 
is exhibited. Pedestrians facing the signal 
may proeeed across the highway within 
any marked or unmarked cross-walk. 


(b) Yellow alone or “caution,” when 
shown together with or following the green 
or “go” signal. Vehicular traffic facing 
the signal shall stop before entering the 
nearest crosswalk at the intersection, but 
if such stop cannot be made in safety, a 
vehicle may be driven cautiously through 
the intersection. Pedestrians facing such 
signal are thereby advised that there is 
insufficient time to cross the highway, and 
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any pedestrian starting to cross shall yield 
the right-of-way to all vehicles. 


(c) Red alone or “Stop.” Vehicular 
traffic facing the signal shall stop before 
entering the nearest crosswalk at an inter- 
section or at such other point as may be 
indicated by a clearly visible line and 
shall remain standing until green or ‘“‘go’’ 
is shown alone. No pedestrian facing such 
signal shall enter the highway unless he 
can do so safely and without interferring 
with other traffic. 


(d) Red with green arrow. Vehicular 
traffic facing such signal may cautiously 
enter the intersection only to make the 
movement indicated by such arrow, but 
shall yield the right-of-way to pedestrians 
lawfully within a crosswalk and to other 
traffic lawfully using the intersection. No 
pedestrian facing such signal shall enter 
the highway unless he can do so safely 
and without interferring with any vehicu- 
lar traffic. 


(e) Flashing signals. Whenever flash- 
ing red or yellow signals are used they 
shall require obedience by vehicular traffic 
as follows: “Flashing red (stop signal).’’ 
When a red lens is illuminated by rapid 
intermittent flashes, drivers of vehicles 
shall stop before entering the nearest cross- 
walk at an intersection or at a limit line 
when marked and the right to proceed 
shall be subject to the rules applicable 
after making a stop at a stop sign. ‘‘Flash- 
ing yellow (caution signal).”” When a 
yellow lens is illuminated with rapid inter- 
mittent flashes, drivers of vehicles may 
proceed through the intersection or past 
sueh signal only with caution. 


One Hour Parking 


Section 33. All vehicles except as here- 
in noted shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 
twelve inches of the curb.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 2 of the ordinance 
entitled “‘An Ordinance to license and 
regulate the operation of interurban and 
suburban motorbuses within the limits of 
the City of Lansing,”’ is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 2. All persons operating and 
driving suburban or interurban motor- 
buses upon the streets of the City of 
Lansing shall not engage in intra-city 
business by transporting any passenger 
or passengers from one point to another 
within the city limits where such trans- 
portation does not involve crossing the 
city boundaries and shall operate the same 
according to the following directions and

Gentlemen: 


This will acknowledge receipt of your 
communication of August 16 in which you 
ask the following questions: 


“Will you kindly advise what func- 
tion or duties, if any, rest with the 
City of Lansing under Senate En- 
rolled Act 137 and other = statutes 
passed by the 1939 Legislature, rela- 
tive to welfare, poor relief, including 
hospitalization, old age assistance, and 
similar social services ?’’ 


The new Welfare Act returns to the 
counties the control and supervision of 
direct relief, placing this power in the 
hands of a county social welfare board. 
Cities in order to independently operate 
a welfare department must have a popu- 
lation of 300,000 as required by Section 
46 of said Act. There is only one city in 
the State at the present time which meets 
this qualification and that is the City of 
Detroit. 


There has been some question as to 
whether or not Section 71 of said Act 
changes the situation and would permit a 
city to continue to handle relief as it has 
in the past. In those counties in which 
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the distinction between township, city 
and county poor has been maintained, a 
city may enter into an agreement with the 
county social welfare board. However, 
this right or distinction cannot be abro- 
gated or changed except by action of the 
board of supervisors. The Section of the 
Act does not change matters except that 
it gives the right to those counties in 
which the distinction did not heretofore 
exist. The county handles direct relief 
and the agreements that are made do not 
in any way change this direct control or 
supervision. Old age assistance, aid to 
dependent children and aid to the blind 
are services which are exclusively handled 
by the State and county bureaus and the 
city has no control over these matters. 


The question of hospitalization is one 
which even though it may have been han- 
dled by the cities heretofore is now directly 
supervised by the county department of 
social welfare. According to the language 
of Act 306 of the Public Acts of 1939, it 
shall be the duty of the health officer, 
supervisor or physician to report any in- 
digent adult afflicted person to the county 
department of social welfare and this de- 
partment shall make arrangements for 
prompt hospitalization. 


4 


_In Section 8 of said Act it is provided: 


“The County from which any such 
patient is sent under any such order 
of the county department of social 
welfare to any hospital shall be liable 
for all expenses incurred under the 
provisions of this act, and it shall be 
the duty of the state to collect from 
the treasurer of such county an 
amount of money sufficient to -reim- 
burse the state for all money expended 
from the general fund of the state in 
carrying out the provisions of this 
act; Provided, That no county shall 
be liable for expenses incurred after 

6 months from the date of the order 
unless a new order is obtained:”’ 


The Act in no way makes provisions 
for a city having a population equal to 
that of Lansing to handle such hospital- 
ization matters for the Act only refers 
to a city having authority to operate a 
department of social welfare in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law. 


Therefore, the question of hospitaliza- 
tion is one for the county and not for the 
city and as far as the other welfare acts 
are concerned the city does not have to 
function nor does it have any duties ex- 
cept as specifically agreed to by the city 
and the county board.

vide for the licensing and registration 
bicycles. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for a 
person to run or propel § any bicyel 
velocipede or tricycle upon any sidewa 
within the No. 1 fire limits of the City 


OCTOBER 16, 1939 


Lansing or upon the sidewalks of East 
Michigan Avenue from the Grand River to 
Larch Street: Provided, that this ordi- 
nance shall not apply to invalids who ride 
tricycles on the sidewalks within the said 
areas. 


Section 2. No person or persons shall 
ride any bicycle, tricycle, or velocipede or 
other similar device, on the public streets 
of said City, within the fire limits, at a 
rate of speed to exceed eight miles per 
hour, or within the corporate limits of the 
city outside the fire limits, at a higher 
rate of speed than twelve miles per hour, 
nor shall any person at any time or place, 
ride or propel any bicycle, tricycle, veloci- 
pede or other similar device in a reckless 
manner or so as to be dangerous to per- 
sons on the streets or sidewalks, of said 
city; and no person is permitted to ride 
any such mechanical device upon any of 
the steam railroad grounds, or platforms 
at stations nor through nor across any of 
the public parks and bridges, except upon 
the driveways thereof. 


. Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to operate or use a bicycle, oper- 
ated alone or in part by muscular power, 
upon any of the streets, alleys, or public 
highways of the City of Lansing without 
first obtaining from the City of Lansing 
a license therefor, and unless said bicycle 
is properly registered and tagged. 


Section 4. Application for license shall 
be made to the City Clerk of the City of 
Lansing upon blanks provided by him, 
which saall be signed in duplicate by the 
applicant and contain the name, date of 
birth and address of the owner, together 
with a complete description of the bicycle. 


Upon proper application and payment 
of a license fee of twenty-five cents ($.25) 
to the City Clerk, the City Clerk of the 
City of Lansing is hereby authorized to 
issue, upon written application therefor, 
vicycle licenses, which shall be effective 
for one calendar year, which license, when 
ssued, shall entitle the licensee and au- 
thorized persons, after a corresponding 
egistration card and license tag has been 
cured, to operate such bicycle for which 
aid license has been issued, upon the 
treets, alleys and public highways, exclu- 
ive of the sidewalks thereof, in the City 
f Lansing. The City Clerk shall keep a 
ecord of the date of issuance of each 
icense, to whom issued, and the number 
hereof. Registrations shall be serially 
iumbered and kept on file at the City 
tlerk’s office, and duplicate copies show- 
ng all the information contained in the 
riginal shall be furnished to the Police 
Jepartment. 


Section 5. After the payment of the re- 
uired fee, the City Clerk shall issue a 
icense tag, which shall be affixed to the 
ear of the frame of the bicycle in a con- 
picuous place and shall remain so affixed 
ntil re-registration or removed by the 
olice Department for cause. In case of 
heft or loss of the tag, a duplicate tag 
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shall be issued upon payment of a fee 
covering the actual cost of such tag. 


Section 6. Bicycles licensed under the 
provisions hereof shall be relicensed on 
May 1, 1940, and annually thereafter. 


Section 7. All persons engaged in the 
business of buying second-hand bicycles 
are hereby required to make a daily re- 
port to the Police Department, giving the 
name and address of the person from 
whom each bicycle is purchased, the frame 
number thereof, and the number of the 
metallic license plate found thereon, if 
any. It shall be unlawful for any person 
engaged in the business of buying second- 
hand bicycles to purchase any such second- 
hand bicycle from a minor under eighteen 
(18) years of age. All persons engaged 
in the business of selling new and second- 
hand bicycles are hereby required to make 
a weekly report to the Police Department, 
giving a list of all sales made by dealers, 
which list shall include the name and ad- 
dress of the person to whom sold, the 
kind of bicycle sold, together with the de- 
scription and frame number thereof, and 
the number of the metallic license plate 
attached thereto, if any. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of every 
person who sells or transfers ownership 
of any bicycle to report such sale. or 
transfer by returning to the office of City 
Clerk the registration card issued to such 
person as licensee thereof, together with 
the name and address of the person to 
whom said bicycle was sold or transferred, 
and such report shall be made _ within 
seven (7) days of the date of such sale or 
transfer. It shall be the duty of the pur- 
chaser or transferee of such bicycle to ap- 
ply for a transfer of the registration 
thereof within seven days of the sale or 
transfer. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to wilfully or maliciously remove, 
destroy, mutilate or alter the number of 
any bicycle frame licensed pursuant to this 
ordinance. Within seven days after any 
bicycle registered hereunder shall change 
ownership or be dismantled and taken out 
of cperation, the person in whose name 
the bicycle has been registered shall re- 
port such information to the City Clerk, 
who shall immediately forward such in- 
formation to the Police Department. It 
shall also be unlawful for any person to 
remove, destroy, mutilate or alter any 
license plate, seal or registration card 
during the time in which such license 
plate, seal or registration card shall oper- 
ate. 


Section 10. The annual license fee to 
be paid for each bicycle shall be twenty- 
five cents ($.25) for the first year and 
twenty-five cents ($.25) for each renewal 
thereof and shall be paid in advance at 
the time of issuance of the license, to the 
City Clerk of the City of Lansing, and 
pursuant to this ordinance, such license 
may be transferred when the ownership 
of said bicycle is transferred, and the fee 
of twenty-five cents ($.25) shall be paid 
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for the registration of such transfer with 
the City Clerk. All license fees collected 
under this ordinance shall be paid into the 
general fund of the City of Lansing. 


Section 11. Every license issued here- 
under shall be deemed to be granted sub- 
ject to the following conditions: 


a. Every person propelling or riding a 
bicycle upon a public highway shall be 
subject to the provisions of all ordinances 
and state laws applicable to the operator 
of any vehicle, including those above set 
forth in this ordinance, except those pro- 
visions with reference to equipment of 
vehicle and except those provisions which 
by their nature would have no application. 


b. Every bicycle operated upon the 
streets and public highways of the City 
of Lansing during any of the time between 
a half hour after sunset until a half hour 
before sun-rise shall be equipped with a 
lamp firmly attached or affixed on the 
front of such vehicle, exhibiting a white 
light visible from a distance of at least 
500 feet to the front, and with a lamp on 
the rear, exhibiting a red light visible 
from a distance of 500 feet to the rear, ex- 
cept that a red reflector may be used in 
lieu of a rear light. 


e. Every bicycle when operated upon a 
highway shall be equipped with a brake 
adequate to control the movement of and 
to stop such vehicle whenever necessary. 
Such brake shall be maintained in good 
working order at all times. 


d. Every bicycle when operated upon 
a highway shall be equipped with a horn 
or bell in good working order, capable of 
emitting sound audible under normal con- 
ditions for a distance of not less than 100 
feet, and it shall be unlawful for any 
bicycle to be equipped with a siren or 
whistle, or to use any such bell or horn 
otherwise than as a reasonable warning 
to other users of the highway. 


e. Every bicycle when operated on a 
highway shall be kept as close to the 
right-hand curb as possible. 


f. Every person when operating a bi- 
cycle upon a highway shall ride such 
bicycle in single file only and at no time 
shall bicycle be operated two or more 
abreast. 


g. It shall be unlawful for any person 
riding upon a bicycle to cling or attach 
himself or his bicycle to any other mov- 
ing vehicle or street-car upon a street or 
highway. 


h. The operator of a bicycle shall not 
carry another person on the bicycle when 
operating such bicycle upon any highway 
in the city, nor shall the operator of any 
such bicycle tow or draw any _ coaster, 
sled, person on roller skates, toy vehicle, 
or other similar vehicle on a public high- 
way. 


i. No person operating a bicycle upon 
a public highway shall participate in any 
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race or speed or endurance contests with 
any other vehicle. 


j. No rider of a bicycle shall remove 
both hands from the handle-bars, or feet 
from the pedals, or practice any acrobatic 
or fancy riding on any street. 


k. Every person operating a_ bicycle 
upon a public highway shall stop for all 
arterial highways and automatic traffic 
signals. 


Section 12. The Chief of Police shall 
have authority to suspend the registratign 
of and remove the license tag from a®y 
bicycle operated contrary to any state 
law or ordinance, such suspension afd 
removal to continue for a period not #¢o 
exceed ten days. Such suspension and ke- 
moval shall be in addition to other pen@- 
ties provided hereunder. Registratign 
cards shall be shown to any police officer 
on demand or when ordered to appear fer 
any violation of the bicycle ordinance.

1939, by and between the CITY “OF LAN- 
SING, a municipal corporation, party of 
the first part and hereinafter referred to 
as the CITY, and the COUNTY OF 
INGHAM, a political subdivision of the 
State of Michigan, party of the second 
part, hereinafter referred to as_ the 
COUNTY. 


WITNESSETH : 


WHEREAS, the COUNTY desires to 
arrange that householders in Lansing 
Township and outside the corporate limits 
of the CITY shall have the privilege of 
connecting their sewage and drainage pipes 
with the sewer system of the CITY and 
such connections are satisfactory to the 
CITY upon the terms and conditions here- 
in provided. 
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THEREFORE IT IS HEREBY AGREED. 


The CITY hereby grants to said house- 
holders in Lansing Township the right to 
connect to the sewer system of the CITY, 
such connections to be made under the 
directions of the Lansing Plumbing In- 
spector, who shall inspect each connection, 
and subject to the provisions of the Lan-~ 
sing Plumbing Code, and the COUNTY 
hereby agrees to pay to the CITY annually 
for all connections, whether existing now 
or hereafter made, as follows: 


One family residence, $20; two family 
residence, $30; three family residence, 
$40; small business, $25; creameries, dair- 
ies, beer taverns, etc., $50; super markets, 
$40; gasoline stations, $30. When any 
connection is made in which the use of 
the property does not come within any 
of the foregoing categories, then the rate 
to be charged shall be set by the City 
Engineer of the City of Lansing. It is 
further understood that it is the intent 
and purpose of this agreement that the 
COUNTY shall be liable to the CITY for 
such charges, it being left to the COUNTY 
to make arrangements as it desires for 
reimbursement from the various property 
owners. The COUNTY shall on or before 
March 31 of each calendar year reimburse 
the CITY in a lump sum for all of such 
sewer service rendered to householders in 
Lansing Township. 


A permit for each existing or subsequent 
connection to the sewage system must be 
obtained from the City Engineer. The 
granting of such permit shall be entirely 
at the discretion of the City Engineer. 


It is further understood that no surface 
or street water, except roof drainage, shall 
be discharged into said sewer system and 
that no substance or matter shall be de- 
posited therein that is prohibited in any 
way by the laws of the State of Michigan 
or the charter and ordinance of the CITY.

Section 53 (a and b) of an 
ordinance entitled, “‘An ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the public streets of the 
City of Lansing, and repealing Ordinance 
167, and all other ordinances and sections 
of ordinances in conflict herewith,” is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Restrictions as to Speed 


Section 53. {a} Any person driving a 
vehicle on a highway shall drive the same 
at a careful and prudent speed not greater 
than or less than is reasonable and proper, 
having due regard to the traffic, surface 
and width of the highway and of any other 
condition then existing, and no person 
shall drive any vehicle upon a highway 
at a speed greater than will permit him 
to bring it to a stop within the assured 


clear distance ahead. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of sub- 
division (a) of this section and except in 
those instances where a lower speed is 
specified in this section, it shall be prima 
facie lawful for the driver of a vehicle to 
drive the same at a speed not exceeding 
the following, but in any case when such 
speed would be unsafe it shall not be 
lawful: 


Twenty-five (25) miles an hour on all 
highways in a business district, as defined 
herein; twenty-five (25) miles an hour in 
a residence district, as defined herein, and 
in public parks, unless a different speed 
is duly posted.

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen of the Council: 


I think this statement from Lansing 
Real Estate Board requires an answer, not 
only for the benefit of the Lansing Real 
Estate Board who apparently have not 
acquainted themselves with all of the de- 
tails, but also to present a true picture of 
the situation to the people of Lansing. 


In the first place Lansing stands in 
fourth place in the United States in cities 


_of our population class in debt per capita 


or total bonded indebtedness, payable by 
taxation. The total city debt now out- 
standing, to be paid by taxation, is $870,- 
000.00. The next two budgets covering the 
period of April 30th of one year to April 
30th the following year will reduce the 
city’s debt by $415,000.00 or nearly 50%.

This in itself, providing the assessed valu- 
ation is comparable, will reduce the tax 
rate considerable. : 


It is not true that the cost of city 
government has risen steadily every year 
in the general sense. The fact that the 
cost of welfare alone has increased 1000% 
in Lansing, in the last ten years, seems 
to have been overlooked. We, the people 
of Lansing, can be very thankful that we 
have had no conditions at any time such 
as the cities of Cleveland and Toledo are 
experiencing today. Neither have we had 
the situations confronting the welfare de- 
partments such as Flint, Saginaw, Pontiac, 
“Fifteen Mill’ cities, if you please. 


Lansing has paid its just share of wel- 
fare, met all of its obligations and reduced 
its indebtedness and at the same time has 
built a new sewage and garbage disposal 
plant, a new city market, enlarged its 
playground and recreational centers, as 
well as constructing a new service garage, 
maintained our streets and equipment and 
kept the public schools open nine months 
in the year. I think the people of Lan- 
sing are very happy that the city is in such 
a fine condition. In making these last 
few statements, I have gone beyond the 
point where the Mayor and City Council 
have jurisdiction, but I think the School 
Board has done a good job in a “pay as 
you go” plan and by such procedure has 
been able to operate the public school sys- 
tem on a normal basis. 


Now, in reply to some criticism of re- 
cent council procedure, I want to make it 
plain that due to the act of the last Legis- 
lature, whereby on November Ist of this 
year a new County Social Welfare was set 
up and the cost of operation and the rais- 
ing of funds to operate said welfare depart- 
ment was placed entirely in the hands of 
the Board of Supervisors and spread in 
the December county tax. This relieved the 
City of Lansing of this expense after 
November Ist, therefore, the balance of 
funds in the present 1939 budget of the 
city, as set up for welfare purposes, were 
available for other purposes and the peo- 
ple should know what this money was used 
for, which is as follows: 


A golf course was petitioned for by 
about 5,000 people. The city purchased 
the Davey farm for $40,000.00. 


The Waite and McKay property ad- 
joining the city service station on 
Grand Avenue, $16,000.00. Construc- 
tion of garage, $24,000.00. 


A new fire truck, $9,253.00. 

Widening of Holmes Street, $25,- 
000.00. 

$3,092.85 was placed in the Bond 
Retirement Fund and several small 
items, such as county poor tax, W.P.A.,

By this method these large items are 
being paid for this year and will not be 
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in next year’s budget. In making up the 
1939 budget the city was confronted with 
this situation which was a general reduc- 
tion of more than 5% in assessed valuation 
on all real estate in the city, amounting to 
in round figures $3,728,235.00. We were 
also confronted with a personal property 
reduction of valuation amountnig to $792,- 
352.00, over which we have no control. In 
spite of this reduction in valuation of 
$4,520,587.00 the Council was able to re- 
duce the tax rate by 38 cents per thousand. 


It is very evident at this time that 
next July tax for 1940 can be and will 
be very substantially reduced. As stated 
at the beginning of this statement, after 
the next two bond retirement payments 
are made, a further substantial reduction 
in taxes can be made. 


Barring calamities and the unforseen, 
the people of Lansing can look forward to 
tax rates as fine as any city that keeps 
itself in fine condition. 


The matter of a recreation center in

No comment was ever heard against 
spending a million or more dollars for 
an Auditorium, from the Lansing Real 
Estate Board, and should an expenditure 
of a few thousand dollars for a recreation

Further, what: has caused the total tax 
rate for the year to increase is the County 
Board of Supervisors having to raise a 
year’s welfare money in December and 
the School Board raising the rate to build 
a new high school. The combined county 
and school tax of $15.00 per thousand valu- 
ation, spread in December, this Council and 
the Mayor have no control over.

OS AOE er ae | Die ee , by and 
between the CITY OF LANSING, of the 
State of Michigan (hereinafter called “The 
City”) and the DUNCAN METER CORPO- 
RATION, a corporation organized and 
existing under and by the virture of the 
-laws of the State of Illinois (hereinafter 
called “The Meter Company’”’), 


- WITNESSETH : 


For and in consideration of the premises 
and the mutual covenants and agreements 
hereinafter contained, the parties agree, as 
follows: 


1. The City hereby agrees to purchase 
from the Meter Company and the Meter 
Company hereby agrees to sell to the City, 
subject to the terms and conditions here- 
inafter set forth, SIX HUNDRED (600) 
Miller Multiple-Coin Parking Meters (here- 
inafter called ‘“meters’’) at a price of 
Sixty-five ($65.00) Dollars per meter. The 
City may elect to increase or decrease this 
number of meters by ten per cent. Said 
meters shall be provided with coin counters 
and the multiple-coin feature providing 
one cent for twelve minute parking, five 
cents for sixty minute parking and ten

6. Payment therefore by the City to the 
Meter Company shall be solely from the 
receipts, funds and revenues obtained from 
the operation thereof and there shall be 
no obligation on the part of the City to 
pay for the same from any other source. 
The manner of payment for said meters 
shall be, as follows: The City may de- 
duct from the first receipts from the 
operation of said meters the actual cost 
of installation, the marking of the streets, 
and. freight charges not to exceed Three 
($3.00) Dollars per meter.
